A  joint  live  stock  marls t  reporting  service  for  the  benefit  of  pro- 
ducers, dealers  and  consumers  of  California  and  the  Western  Pacific  slope 
is  to  be  inaugurated  about  August  1,    This  service  is  to  be  conducted  by 
this  bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  ,  T.^^/o 
market  reporters  trained  in  the  Live  Stock,  I^/feats  and  Wool  Division  will 
be  assigned  to  the  work,    'From  headquarters  to  be  established  at  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  information  on  live  stock  market  conditions, 
movements  and  prices  at  the  packing  plants  and  f  .o.b,  country  points,  will 
be  disseminated  daily  through  the  local  press,  commercial  news  agencies, 
and  radio  broadcasting  stations.    Mimeographed  reports  will  also  be  dis- 
'  tributed. 

Another  form  of  live  stock  market  reporting  service  will  be  started 
in  the  Southeastern  States  this  summer.    A  representative  of  the  Live  Stock, 
Meats  and  Wool  Division  will  leave  shortly  for  Atlanta,  Savannah,  Mo^altrie, 
Valdosta  and  Waycross,  Gg,,,  and  Charleston  and  Columbia,  S.  C.  to  enlist 
the  cooperation  of  local  live  stock  buyers,  live  stock  commission  m^en  and 
packers  operating  at  those  points  in  the  reporting  of  weekly  live  stock 
movements  and  prices  to  the  State  statisticians  of  this  bureau,  who  will 
compile  and  release  the  information  thus  obtained  to  the  local  press,  commer- 
cial nev/s  agencies  and  radio  broadcasting  stations.    Prices  will  be  quoted 
on  the  grades  recognized  by  the  bureau  in  its  market  classification  of 
live  stock  with  adjustments  to  cover  the  soft  and  oily  hogs  common  to  that 
section.    A  representative  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Administration  also 
will  cooiDerate  in  this  service. 
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3-    VISUAL  INSTRUCTION  IN  FAM  MANAGBCTT  PROVES  PROFITABLE^ 

A  novel  idea  in  farm  management  demonstration  was  carried  out  re- 
cently when  a  n'jmber  of  fanners,  coiinty  agents,  and  farm  management  workers 
made  a  tour  of  several  farms  in  Minnesota  keeping  detailed  accomts  to 
study  the  cost  of  producing  certain  crops.    At  each  farm  visited,  charts 
were  exhibited  showing  a  detailed  cost  record  of  two  or  three  enterprises 
in  which  the  farm  had  excelled.    The  farmer^  ope  rat  or  answered  many  questions 
as  to  his  methods  of  farming,  and  the  farm  management  demonstrator  gave 
the  visitors  visual  instruction  regarding  the  operation  of  the  farm  and  the 
keeping  of  cost  records*

The  -uneconomi.c  marketing  conditions  existing  at  the  Jersey  City 
lanib  market  are  to  be  considered  at  a  conference  to  he  held  hy  this  "bureau, 
Friday,  July  21.,  at  1  p.m.,  ±n  the  asserhly  room  of  the  Jersey  City  Live 
Stock  Exchange,  Jersey  City,  N.  J.     If  possible,  a  solution  for  the  pre- 
vention of  gluts  a,t  this  lEa-'-'ket  will  he  v;orked  out  and  suggestions  wjil  he 
made  looking  tov/ard  more  orderly  narketing. 

The  Jersey  City  live  stock  market  is  noted  for  its  irregular  and 
frequently  excessive  daily  sheep  and  lamb  receipts,  especially  ai^ring  June, 
Jioly  and  lugu^o.     It  is  claimed  03'  the  trade  that  the  excess  supplies  have 
a  marked  depressing  effect  on  live  and  dressed  lemb  and  mutton  prices 
throughout  the  country,  and  data  in  possession  of  this  hureau  tends  to 
support  this  claim. 

In  Volume  of  receipts  of  sheep  and  iamh  in  1921,  Jersey  City  ranked 
tnird  among  national  live  stock  market-s  ,  and  the  impression  has  developed 
that  it  exerts  a  more  detrimental  iniluencPi  on  the  sheep  and  lamb  industry 
than  was  generally  believed.     If  this  is  true,  improvements  can  be  looked 
for  through  a  better  understanding  on  the  part  of  all  ccncerned  regarding 
market  conditions,  demands,  and  methods  of  ma.rketing. 

Messrs,  Te^my  ,  ?/l:alin,  Bv^'m.eister  ,  and  por.sibly  Ivlr.  Baker  from 
Chicago,  will  represent  the  Bureau,  of  Agricultura.1  Economics.    Mr,  Brand 
will  represent  the  Packers  end  Succkj^ards  Adininistration,  and  I'lx,  Spencer, 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.

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3.  MR.  BRAND  TiLKES  UP  NEW  DITTIES. 

Charles  J.  Brand,  the  first  chief  of  the  former  B^areau  of  Iferkets , 
has  taken  up  his  new  duties  \;ith  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Administration. 
Mr.  Brand  will  develop  the  work  dealing  witn  the  regulations  of  packers. 
He  v/ill  also  take  an  active  part  in  the  "Eat -more- me  at"  campaign  which  the 
department  is  ah  out  to  inaugurate.     His  office  is  room  24  of  the  Ivlain  Build- 
ing. 

In  commenting  on  his  new  position,  i/Ir.  Brand  said  "It  certainly  is  a 
great  pleasure  to  come  hack  where  one  has  a  large  number  of  friends.  I 
feel  familiar  with  the  v/ork  zo  he  undertaken  and  helieve  it  is  important." 
Mr.  Brand  further  stated  that  he  and  Mrs.  Brand  are  living  at  Meridian 
Ivdansion,  24C0  16th  Street,  apartment  501,  where  they  will  "be  pleased  to  re- 
ceive their  friends. 

4.  LIVE  STOCK  BEPOHTING  SEIlVlCE  PROGR^JVi  BEING  FORMULATED^ 

A  program  for  the  live  stock  reporting  service  covering  the  range 
States  is  heing  outlined  at  a  conference  which  began  yesterday  and  will 
continue  through  tomorrow  at  Denver,  Colo.     This  meeting  is  similar  to  the 
one  held  at  Cnicago  in  May  when  a  tentative  program  for  the  corn  belt 
States  was  drawn.     The  $70,000  increase  in  our  appropriation  for  this  fiscal 
year  provides  for  the  development  of  this  service. 

Messrs.  Estabrook,  Callander,  Uurra^  and  Gage  from  this  bureau  are 
in  Denver  attending  the  meeting.     V.  V.  Parr  is  representing  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  and  Stephen  Bray  is  representing  the  Packers  and  Stocj^ards 
Administration.    The  field  statisticians  from  the  range  States  are  in  at- 
tendance.    Representatives  of  ail  live  stock  associations  west  of  the 
Mississippi  were  invited  to  attend,  as  well  as  representatives  of  the  rail- 
ways traversing  those  States  ,  together  v;ith  corrmissioners  of  agriculture 
and  direciiors  of  extension.     It  is  expected  that  a  program  for  estimating 
the  probable  number  of  stockers  and  feeders  shipped  out  will  be  formulated 
and  that  the  cooperation  of  all  tiae  live  stock  interests  in  that  region 
will  be  secured.     The  program  will  also  include  regular  reports  on  the  feed 
situation  and  the  condition  of  pastures  and  ranges. 

5.  SHIPPING  POIM  INSPECTION  SERVICE. 

Shipping  point  inspection  service  is  now  being  conducted  in  the 
States  of  California,  New  Jersey,  Missouri  and  Colorado,  in  cooperation  with 
the  departments  of  agriculture  in  those  States.     The  service  covers  ail 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  California,  and  Colorado,  potatoes  and  peaches  in 
New  Jersey,  and  potatoes  in  Missouri.     Inspections  are  being  made  by  em- 
ployes of  the  State  who  have  also  been  appointed  or  licensed  as  Federal 
inspectors.     These  men  have  been  trained  to  grade  products  according  to  the 
standards  promulgated  by  this  bureau.     The  actual  inspection  work  will  be 
supervised  by  men  especially  designated  by  this  bureau  and  the  State  depart- 
ments. 
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.  5 ,     WJIREEOUSE  HECEIPTS  MAY  BE  USED  IN  yi>TAI\CIITG-  LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  .  OPEBATIOlvB. 

The  financing  of  long  staple  cottoxi  from  the  shipper  to  the  iranu- 
fact-urer  is  p:.:--vpose(i  ty  the  vr.e  of  a  special  form  of  a  nogotia'blo  tc-c^:.i>-u 
to  be  issued  hy  v/arehoases  licensed  imder  the  United  States  \7r^r chouse  Act, 
according  to  Fra^ik  T.   Ransom,  Vice  President  of  the  First  Na^lional  Bank  of 
Greenwood,  Miss.    IVir,  Ransom  visited  the  huj.-ea.u  recently  and  conferred  with 
Messrs.   Tenny  and  Yohe  regarding  the  possibilities  of  such  a  receipt. 

The  face  of  the  receipo  is  to  be  identical  v/ith  the  one  e:p-^>:co^Qd.  for 
use  under  the  Act.    However,  the  back  of  the  receipt  is  to  contain  an  order 
instructing  the  warehouseman  to  co-inress  tiie  cotton  and  on  a  specified  date  . 
to  secure  a  shippers'  order  bill  of  lading  to  be  delivered  in  exchange  for 
the  receipt. 

The  use  of  this  receipt  will  make  it  possible  for  any  mill  to  con- 
tract for  long  staple  cotton  for  fvAvxe  delivery  at  prices  prevailing  at 
the  time  of  rriaking  the  contract.     Tne  shipper  to  tne  contract,  a^iter  placing 
the  cotton  in  Federally  licensed  v^arehouses ,  may  present  to  the  local  bank 
the  v;arehouse  receipts  together  v^ith  time  drafts  on  the  mill.,     On  acceptance 
of  the  draft,  the  shipper  will  receive  his  pay>    Fhen  the  time  strip --la ted 
for  shipment  arrives,  the  bank  will  present  the  receipts  to  the  warehouse- 
man and  secure  the  order  bill  of  lading  and  for>Ara-rd  it  with  draft  for  col- 
lection, 

Mr.  Ransomt  advises  tha.t  the  plan  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  his  district  and  also  of  leading  banlsers  whom  he 
approached  in  New  York. 

7.  BUSINESS  ORG-MTZATION  OF  GO?£RN!Vl^IjT  IV'jSFTS. 

At  the  third  annual  meeting  of  the  Business  Organization  of  the 
Federal  Government,  in  which  the  President,  cabinet  and  administrative  of- 
ficials of  the  executive  departments  in  ¥'ashington  took  part,  the  Srj-eau 
of  AgriculturrJ  Economics  v;as  represented  by  Messrs.  Esta.brook.^  Tenny, 
Schoenfeld  and  Bailey.     At  this  meeting  the  President  and  Genera,!  Lord,  the 
new  Director  of  the  Budget,  emphasized  the  importance  of  economy  and  eilfi- 
ciency  in  the  Federal  service.     Tne  President  drew  special  atten*--ion  to  the 
fact  that  econon^^  and  efficiency  as  demonstra&ed  by  Federal  e'lplcyes  in  the 
public  service  of  the  United  States  was  bci-'iid  to  have  a  beneiicia.1  influ- 
ence on  the  public  service  of  the  Various  State  ai^d  mtmicipal  go^^erjr^ments .

9.  AT  THE  BU^AU  COUNCIL. 


In  the  absence  of  both  Dr.  Taj^lor  and  Mr.  Estabrook,  Mr.  Tenny  pre- 
sided. 
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Dr.  0.  C.  Stine  outlined  the  work  in  -cransportation  to  "be  undertaken 
"by  the  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  Division  in  the  near  fut-'are.  He 
stated  that  the  v;ork  would  "be  conducted  along  two  distinctly  different 
lines,  -  first,  service;  secondly,  research.     The  Transportation  Section  is 
to  "be  at  the  service  of  all  the  divisions  of  the  "burea-u  in  securing  informa- 
tion on  all  natters  relating  to  transportation,  including  rates  "between 
points,  interpreting  tariffs  or  schedules,  and  forming  contacts  witn  rail- 
way officials  and  transportation  organizations.     Tne  research  vvork 
will  include  studies  of  the  relationship  of  freight  rates  to  farm  -rd  tij?.rket 
prices,  and  of  the  influence  of  rates  through  farm  price  upon  agricvJtural 
production  and  the  use  of  land. 

By  means  of  a  num"ber  of  interesting  charts,  the  members  of  the 
council  were  shown  areas  of  production  and  the  terminal  markets  to  which 
produce  was  shipped.     The  charts  covering  "butter,  cheese  and  eggs,  Ivli'.  Pctts 
explained,  were  made  in  accordance  with  figures  of  actual  shipments  o'btalned 
"by  our  representatives  from,  railroad  agents  in  the  large  termdnal  markets. 

Mr.  Tenny  exhibited  a  chart  showing  the  number  and  location  of  the 
employes  of  the  former  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates. 

Mr.  Whalin  made  an  announcercent  regarding  the  conference  on  lamb 
marketing  problems  to  be  held  at  Jersey  City  next  Friday. 

10.  FRUIT  PROBM/IS  CONSIHERED  BY  STATE  IvdilRKE.TXNG  OFFICIALS. 

Fruit  marketing  problems  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  were  discussed 
at  the  conference  of  State  Marketing  officials  from  those  States  held  July 
11  at  Center  Ivkrket  Auditorium.    Production  estimates  for  peaches  and  apples 
were  presented  by  J.  S.  Dennee  and  J.  B.  Shepard,  Agricultural  Statisticians 
of  this  bureau.     The  distribution  of  information  during  the  shipping  season 
was  considered,  and  plans  for  an  adeq.uate  car  supply  were  made. 

Prominent  growers,  and  representatives  of  cooperative  associations 
and  railroads  participated  in  the  meeting.     In  addition  to  IVIessrs.  Dennee 
and  Shepard,  the  following  members  of  the  bureau  attended  the  sessions:

Statements 
which  do  not  ^shov/  the  natuve  of  •  ths  enp?x;"/j3nt  nor  t/ne  length  of  time  the 
position  was  hold  ^re  of  little  or  no  vKv.ie  in  ii-dioating  the  prospective 
appointee's  qualifications  for  the  assi^r-ment  contetzplated,  or  the  employe's 
fiTiness  for  the  duties  he  is  performing,

1.    LA^.IB  MAEKETIHa  COIIgEREHCE  DE^/ELOPS  INTERS  ST  Ilvia  FACTS. 

Factors  responsible  for  temporary  gluts  in  the  receipts  of  lamDs  a^t 
the  Jersey  City  live  stock  market  at  certain  periods  with  conseq.uent  violent 
flTictuaticns  in  'both  the  live  and  dressed _ lanib  market  and  v;ays  and  means  of 
remedying  the  situation  v/ere  considered  at  the  conference  of  representatives 
of  live  stock  conmission  men,  railroads, .the  Jersey  City  Stock  Yards, 
sla^aghterers,  retailers_,  sheep  and  lamb  producers  and  this  department,  Fri- 
day afternoon,  July  21,  in  the  Jersey  City  Live  Stock  Exchange  Building. 

A  full'discussicn  of  all  the  problems  and  factors  involved  developed 
that  New  York  City  is  the  chief  lamb  consiiming  center  in  the  United  States. 
Its  supply  is  obtained  from  shipments  of  the  dressed  product  from  Chic^i-go, 
Omaha,  Eansas  City  and  other  western  packing  centers  and  from  the  slaughter 
of  lambs  received  both  at  the  metropolis  and  at  Jersey  City.    Based  on  the 
five  year  average  1916-I92I,  Jersey  City  ranked  fifth  among  all  the  live 
stock  markets  in  receipts  of  lambs,  and  was  third  in  1921.  Approximately 
1^  15-/3  of  all  the  lambs  moved  out  of  the  67  public  markets  for  sla-ughter  p'or- 

poses  are  handled  there.    Furthermore,  its  receipts  are  materially  increased 
during  June,  July  and  August  each  year  by  heavy  rims  of  native  lambs  from  . 
Virginia^  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Ohio  and  other  nearby  States.. 

These  native  lambs  are  of  very  poor  quality  as  they  are  of  inferior 
breeding,  receive  little  care  arid  attention  during  their  period  of  growth 
and  fattening,  are  subject  to  numerous  parasitic  diseases,  and  arrive  on 
the  marlsBt  lacking  in  grain  finish  and  ungraded  and  unsorted.    They  are 
sent  to  Jersey  City  because  of  its  reputation  for  high  prices.    Upon  arriv- 
ing there  the  only  outlet  is  sale  for  local  slaughter  as  it  is  not  feasible 
to  re  ship  to  other  markets  and  they  are  not  wanted  for  stocker  or  feeder 
purposes.    The  fact  that  these  lambs  arrive  there  in  a  la-rger  vol^jme  on 
certain  days  during  June,  July,  and  August  than  the  demand  can  absorb  re- 
sults in  violent  price  breaks,  which  not  only  affect  prices  at  all  other 
markets,  but  cause:  violent  fluctuations  in  the  dressed  lamb  market.  The 
evil  results  of  the  situation  were  admitted  by  practically  a,ll  present  and 
it  was  generally  accepted  that  it  was  a  production  and  marketing  problem 
combined  and  probably  could  never  be  entirely  solved  although  there  was  no 
reason  for  not  bringing  about  much  improvement.    Representatives  of  pro- 
ducers promised  complete  cooperation  in  the  matter  of  enco-'oraging  produc- 
tion of  a  better  product  s-nd  other  interests  agreed  to  give  more  attention 
to  the  improvement  of  marketing  conditions. 

To  insure  definite  action  in  the  development  of  plans  which  will 
lead  to  better  marketing  of  lambs  at  Jersey  City,  a  coirmittee  of  the  follow- 
ing representatives  of  producers  and  members  of  the  trade  was  appointed  to 
work  with  representatives  of  this  department;

■The  offjcia-l  grain  standards  of  the  United  States  were  made  the 
oasis  of  transactions  in  export .wheat  moving  from  Pacific  Coast  ports  to 
foreign  ccan tries,  effective  J-uly  1. 

For  iLany  years  piior  to  the  passage  of  the  United  States  grain  stand- 
ards Act,  there  had  "been  in  vogue  on  the  Pacific  Coast  a  method  of  doing 
"business  "by  so-called  Portland  Chamber  of  CorjLerce  type .  samples.    This  prac- 
tice has  "been  given  carefal  consideration  l?y  the  department  and  was  made  . 
the  subject  of  a  hearing  accorded  interected  parties  during  the  past  crop 
season.     It  was  concluded  that  the  mariner  in  which  these  samples  were  em- 
ployed was  not  only  uneconomic  hut  in  violation  of  the  United  States  grain 
standards  Act  which  provides  in  effect  that  if  gra,in  he  sold  oy  grade,  the 
Federal  grades  must  he  used.    It  was  fo-und  that  the  use  of  the  t^^e  samples, 
six  in  mjmher,  constituted  in  fact  a  system  of  grades  other  than  Federal. 
Ample  notice  was  served  u'oon  interested  parties  that  the  practice  should 
cease  hy  July  1,  1922,  and  in  the  meantime  changes  in  the  Federal  standards 
covering  white  wheat  ha^ve  been  promulgated,  which  will  aid  materially  Pacific 
Coast  exporters  in  effecting  the  change  in  the  method  of  doing  business. 

3.    PEP.SOLTL-IEL  WOPZ  TO  BE  DISCUSSED  AT  IIEXT  LIEETHIG  OF  HEAD  CLEBKS.

At  this  third  ineet?-ng,  the  work  of  the  Section  of  Property  and  Supplies  will 
be  explained  and  discussed.     If  for  any  reason  a  head  clerk  is  uaable  to  at- 
tend, another  representative  of  the  division  or  section  should  be  designated 
to  attend. 

The  first  meeting  of  this  series,  at  which  the  v;ork  of  the  Section  of 
llails  and  Files  was  the  topic  ;7as  held  July^-  J.    -^t  the  second  meeting,  held 
July  21,  the  subject  was  the  routine  of  the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts. 

U.    DEinrSR  COIT^ISICE  DEVELOPS  SYSTE^.^TIC  PROGPAM  FOH  LIVE  STOCK  ESTIMATIITG. 

A  program  covering  dates  and  subjects  of  various  live  stock  reports 
to  be  compiled  and  issued  for  the  range  coi;ntry  v;as  outlined  at  the  meeting 
of  State  Statisticians  held  at  Denver,  Colo.,  begir^ning  July  17-    The  reports 
to  be  issued  will  include  the  regular  ar^nual  estimate  of  n"umber  of  different 
classes  of  live  stock  on  farms  and  ranges,. the  calf  crop,  Lhe  lamb  crop,  the 
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prospective  n-umber  of  anlmls  availa^ble  for  delivery,  the  monthly  movement 
aM  condition  of  live  stocky  condition  of  pastures  and  ranges,  leasing 
prices  of  past-urage,  contract  prices  of  cattle  and  sheep  in  the  interiors 
from  which  market  reports  are  not  available,  semi-annual  reports  of  losses 
from  all  causes,  and  in  general  production,  movements  and  condition  of 
live  stock  in  all  important  areas. 

At  the  open  meeting  which  followed^  representatives  of  the  various 
interests  incl-uding  live  stock  producers,  live  stock  associations,  trans- 
portation companies,  the  i\merican  Farm  Bureau  Pederation,  State  extension 
directors  and  other  State  officials,  and  representatives  of  the  press,  were 
given  an  opportmity  to  state  what  in  their  jadgment  was  most  essential  to 
a  live  stock  reporting  program.    After  careful  consideration,  the  program 
formulated  hy  the  statisticians  met  with  general  approval.    The  meeting, 
was  unanimous  in  expressing  its  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  pro- 
ject and  the  value  of  results  that  might  he  expected  *    It  also  pledged  its 
st$)port  and  cooperation, 

A  tentative  plan  of  organization  was  also  formulated  which  will  te 
annoimced  later. 

Messrs.  Estabrook^  Callander,  Murray  and  Gage  represented  the  ?/ash~ 
ington  office  of  this  bureau.    V.  V.  Parr  represented  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry.    Charles  L.  Harlan,  of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Division  of  Live 
Stocky  Meats  and  Wool,  was  also  in  attendance,  as  were  the  statisticians 
from  all  but  three  of  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

After  the  meeting,  llx,  Callander  continued  his  trip  to  the  Pacific 
Coast.    He  will  endeavor  to  meet  representatives  of  the  various  live  stock 
associations  and  transportation  companies  with  a  view  to  explaining  the 
program  and  enlisting  their  cooperation.    Mr.  Murray  will  retm-n  to  Wash- 
ington by  v/ay  of  New  Mexico^  Texas  and  Louisiana. 

5.  WHAT  IS  THE  OTHER  PELLOW  DOING? 

"Xnow  v/hat  the  other  fellow  is  doing"  is  the  advice  L.  M.  Estabrook, 
Associate  Chief,  is  giving  to  the  members  of  the  staff  these  days.    It  ap- 
pears that  the  people  in  the  world  at  large  expect  every  member  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  to  be  able  to  answer  any  question  relating 
to  the  activities  of  that  bureaai.     "Although  you  may  be  specializing  in  the 
stuiy  of  some  particular  coirmcdity,  it  will  create  a  good  impression  in  the 
mind  of  the  questioner  if  you  are  able  to  ansv/er,  at  least  in  a  general  way^ 
some  of  his  queries,  even  if  they  are  foreign  to  your  work"  Mir.  Estabrook 
stated. 

A  letter  received  from  an  assistant  in  charge  of  one  of  our  branch 
offices  indicates  he  ha,s  the  right  idea.    In  asking  for  information  about 
wool  grades,  he  v/rites:     "In  the  course  of  my  work  I  am  occasionally  called 
upon  to  shov/ my  ignorance  of  the  s^object,  which  I  dislike  to  do."

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1.    SECRETARY  ASKS  COOPEPATION  IN  CARRYING  OUT  BUDGET  BUREAU  POLICIES^ 

In  a  memorand-om  tc  Dr,  Taylor,  the  Secretary  asks  that  the 
addresses  of  the  President  and  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
at  the  meeting  July  11  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  every  employe.  The 
Secretary's  memorandum  reads  in  part: 

"I  very  much  want  each  important  employe  of  the  department 
to  read  these  addresses  and  be  guided  by  the  thoughts  expressed, 
I  am  in  complete  accord  w  ith  the  policies  and  plans  presented  and 
shall  expect  our  department  people  to  be  interested  equally  with 
me  in  carrying  out  these  policies  in  the  conduct  of  their  work* 
As  suggested  by  the  Director  of  the  Budget,  'In  the  continued 
stressing  of  the  need  of  economy  it  is  not  contemplated  that  there 
will  be  any  sacrifice  of  eff iciency*    There  can  be  no  real  efficiency 
without  economy,  while  extravagance  is  the  inseparable  handmaid  of 
inefficiency.'" 

Copies  of  the  addresses  have  been  distributed  to  division  leaders 
with  the  request  that  employes  under  their  supervision  be  given  an  opportuni- 
ty to  read  them.    In  order  that  employes  in  the  field  may  be  fully  apprised 
of  the  infonnation  and  instructions  contained  therein,  the  addresses  will 
be  published  in  the  Official  Record  in  the  near  future. 


2.  DIVISION  LEADERS  TO  BE  RESPONSIBLE  FOR  ENFORCING  PROPER  OEFICE  HOURS > 

The  present  system,  of  submitting  to  the  Office  of  the  Chief  weekly 
reports  on  tardiness  has  been  discontinued.    In  the  future,  division  leaders 
will  be  responsible  for  enforcing  proper  office  hours  among  employes  in  their 
divisions.    However,   in  order  that  the  Chief  may  be  furnished  with  a  statemient 
regarding  tardiness  when  requested,  complete  and  accurate  records  of  attendance 
should  be  kept  in  each  division. 

In  a  m.emorandum.  issued  under  date  of  July  22,  Mr.  Hughes  states:  "It 
is  felt  that  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  has  made  a  very  satisfactory 
showing  during  the  period  in  which  the  reports  have  been  submitted  to  this 
office." 

3.  DIS5URSE?TOTS  UNUSUALLY  HEAVY  SINCE  JULY  1. 

When  one  realizes  that  the  Disbursing  Office  of  the  department  draws 
an  average  of  more  than  30,000  checks  per  month  throughout  the  entire  year, 
one  is  inclined  to  be  more  patient  when  the  receipt  of  checks  is  delayed* 
Since  July  1,  approximately  35,000  checks  have  been  drawn,  and  the  drawing 
of  checks  is  only  part  of  the  work  connected  with  the  disbursement  of  funds. 
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The  force  has  frequently  worked  until  6  or  7  o'clock  in  the  evening 
and  on  Satiirday  afternoons  since  July  1  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  work  up  to 
date, 

REVISED  COTTON  STANDARDS  PRO^/TUL GATED, 

An  order  estahlishing  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United  States 
for  grades  and  colors  of  American  Upland  cotton  was  signed  by  the  Secretary 
on  July  26.    These  standards,  which  will  "become  effective  on  August  1,  13^3t 
supersede  and  replace  the  present  standards  for  grades  and  colors  which  were 
established  "by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  August  11,  I916.     The  changes 
made  in  the  standards  were  recomnended  "by  the  special  ccmmittee  of  representa- 
tives of  the  cotton  industry  which  met  with  officials  of  this  bureau  on 
June  19.    A  brief  sumirary  of  the  changes  is  contained  in  item  3,  No.  26,  Vol.  6, 
of  The  Bureau  News . 

The  Secretary  also  signed  an  order  establishing  official  cotton  standards 
of  the  United  States  for  grades  and  colors  of  American  Egyptian  cotton,  effec- 
tive August  1,  1923.    The  present  standards  for  American  Egyptian  cotton  were 
promulgated  October  25,. 191s, 

5.  MEETING  OE  HEAD  CLERKS  AND  SECRETARIES, 

The  fourth  of  the  series  of  meetings  of  head  clerks  and  secretaries, 
for  the  explanation  and  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  operating  sections 
of  the  bureau,  will  be  held  at  10  a.m.  Thursday,  August  3,  in  the  conference 
room  of  the  Bieber  Building  (Ull),     The  factions  of  the  Viseing  Section 
will  be  the  topic. 

6.  POTATO  ESTII\1ATES  TO  BE  CONSIDERED. 

Plans  for  improving  the  potato  estimates  will  be  outlined  and 
considered  at  a  conference  to  be  held  by  this  bureau  at  the  Post  Offices 
Building,  Buffalo,  N,  Y.,  August  lU,    Field  Statisticians  from  the  principal 
potato  producing  States  and  representatives  of  associations,  growers  and 
dealers  who  are  likely  to  be  interested  have  been  invited  to  attend.  Potato 
reports  that  h.ave  been  issued  will  be  discussed  in  detail.    A  better  -under- 
standing of  the  crop  reporting  service  and  the  securing  of  more  effective 
cooperation  and  support  of  the  industry  will  be  one  cf  the  aims  of  the  con- 
ference, 

7.  ST,  LOUIS  HOTEL  GRANTS  PATE  CONCESSION  TO  DEPARTMENT  Efv-IPLOYE.S . 

The  Fajestic  Hotel,  at  Eleventh  and  Pine  Streets,  St.  Louis,  has 
agreed  to.  a  reduction  of  50  cents  per  room  per  ds-y  to  representatives  of 
.  this  department  who  request  the  rate  after  establishing  their  connection 
with  the  department.    This  arrangement  was  made  by  E.  A.  Logan,  Statistician 
for  Missouri. 
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The  August  1  cotton  report,  estimting  the  condition  of  the  crop  as  of 
July  25  and  forecasting  the  prohahle  production  for  the  year,  will  "be  of  -un- 
usual interest  "because  of  the  issuance  for  the  first  time  of  two  supplerrental 
reports.    These  reports  are  called  for  "by  Senate  Resolutions  Nos .  319  and  320. 
The  first  resolution  calls  for  the  puhlication  "by  the  departinent  of  an 
estiirate  "by  State  commissioners  of  agriculture  and  county  agents  of  the 
planted  acreage  of  cotton  abandoned  up  to  July  1,    The  second  resolution 
calls  for  an  estimate  from  State  coiiinis  si  oners  of  agriculture,  county  agents 
and  by  the  reporters  of  this  "bureau  of  the  total  area  infested  and  the  damage 
caused  "by  the  holl  weevil  to  the  cotton  crop  up  to  July  25,    Neither  of  the 
supplem.ental  reports  will  affect  the  estimated  condition  and  forecast  of  the 
crop  by  the  bureau,  because  its  acreage  estimate  issued  on  July  3 
the  acreage  then  in  cultivation  after  all  prior  abandonment  had  occurred 
and  the  condition  reports  always  take  into  consideration  all  factors  affecting 
crop  yields,  including  damage  from  insect  pests.    The  two  reports  called 
for  by  the  Senate  Resolutions  can  therefore  be  regarded  only  as  supplemental 
to  the  regular  report • 

9%    PROGRESS  BEING  MADE  IN  RICE  STUDIES. 

The  formulation  of  tentative  grades  for  rough  and  brown  rice  and  a 
tentative  revision  of  the  IJiited  States  grades  for  milled  rice  are  among 
the  more  important  acconiplishm.ents  in  the  rice  work  of  the  bureau  during 
the  past  fiscal  year.    A  milled  rice  trier  superior  to  any  used  before  has 
been  developed  and  has  received  the  endorsem.ent  of  the  trade. 

In  addition  to  grading  investigations,  the  harvesting,  storing, 
milling,  ,shipping  and  other  phases  .of  the  industry  have  been  studied  and 

valuable  data  have  been  obtained.    Friendly  relations  with  the  trade 
which  make    possible  the  conduct  of  other  studies  have  also  been  estab- 
lished by  W,  D.  Smith,  in  charge  of  the  rice  work  of  the  Grain  Division.

Applicants  iriust  ha ^9  had  a  high-school  education  or  have  completed 
at  least  ik  units  of  high  schcol  work,  and  in  addition,  must  have  gradu- 
ated from  a  college  or  uni^-err.ity  of  recognized  ste.nding,  or  must  be 
senior  students  in  such  an  institution  and  furnish  proof  of  graduation 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  examJr^tion.    Fqr  each  year  "Jacking 
of  the  college  degree,  applicants  inay  substitute  a  year  of  experience 
tending  to  qualify  them  for  v;ork  under  the  optional  or  optionals  in 
which  they  desire  to  be  examined. 

As  a  result  of  this  examination,  two  separate  registers  will  be 
established.    Register  A  will  include  eligibles  who  are  college  graduates. 
Register  B  will  include  eligibles  substituting  experience  for  college 
education. 

The  entrance  salary  ranges  from  $1,320  to  $1^620  a  year,  but  persons 
unusually  qualified  ma,y  be  appointed  at  higher  salaries  not  to  exceed 
$2,100  a  year. 

The  duties  will  depend  somewhat  upon  the  personal  qualifications  of 
the  appointees  and  upon  the  needs  of  the  service  at  the  tim.e  of  appointment.

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12.    AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL, 


A  full  attendance  greeted  the  Chief  at  the  Bureau  Council*  Dr. 
Taylor  reviewed  the  work  that  he  had  done  during  his  vacation  spent  largely 
in  New  England,    Following  his  conference  at  Amherst  on  the  milk  marketing 
situation^  he  studied  the  question  from  many  angles  in  other  parts  of  New 
England  and  in  New  York  including  the  office  of  the  Dairymen's  League  in 
Utica.    Two  addresses  were  given  "before  the  graduate  students  in  agricultural 
economics  at  the  Cornell  Summer  School,    Mr.  Murray  described  his  recent 
trip  through  the  West  and  South  where  he  visited  statistical  offices.    Dr.  Jone 
asked  for  suggestions  on  thje  questionnaire,  regarding  prices  paid  by  farmers, 
which  is  soon  to  be  distributed* 

13*    EANDLINg  OF  TELEGRAMS; 

The  practice  of  sending  outgoing  telegrams  through  the  Office  of 
the  Chief  has  been  discontinued.    Hereafter  all  telegrams  will  be  sent 
direct  to  the  telegraph  section  where  they  will  be  visedd  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Telegraph  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  messages 
should  be  sent  via  leased  or  commercial  wires,  and  of  eliminating  -un- 
necessary words.    Telegrams  in  which  unnecessary  words  could  be  eliminated 
will  be  returned  to  the  respective  division  for  revision.    All  telegrams 
to  points  where  we  have  leased  wire  connections  will  be  sent    over  such 
wires  whenever  practicable. 

Incoming  telegrams  will  be  handled  as  at  present. 
The  follov/ing  paragraphs  are  contained  in  a  memorandum  issued  from 
the  Office  of  the  Chief,  July  22: 

"Commercial  telegrams  should  be  prepared  in  triplicate. 
The  initials  of  the  dictator  and  stenographer  should  be 
typed  on  all  three  copies  and  the  pen  or  pencil  initials  of 
the  dictator  and  also  the  section  or  division  head  should 
appear  on  the  first  carbon  copy.    The  telegram  should  also 
shew  clearly  whether  it  is  to  be  sent  paid  or  collect  and 
whether  day  or  night  rate* 

"Leased  wire  telegrams  should  be  prepared  in  duplicate 
and  initialed  by  the  dictator  and  the  section  or  division 
head. 

"In  this  connection  it  is  urgently  requested  that  more 
careful  attention  be  given  to  the  use  of  the  telegraph  ser- 
vice. Frequently  through  anticipation  within  the  divisions 
or  in  the  field  offices  matters  could  be  handled  by  corres* 
pondence  which  are  now  being  handled  by  telegram.  This  in- 
cludes requests  for  information,  supplies  and  the  furnish- 
ing of  data  which  are  of  such  character  that  their  value 
would  not  be  impaired  were  they  transmitted  by  letter." 
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1^-     HETUM  RECEIPTS  FOR  REGISTERED  t^IL, 

Ret-um  receipts  for  registered  mail  should' not  "be  requested  unless 
immediate  knov/led^^  of  receipt  by  the  addressee  is  necessary.    The  City 
Postmaster  has  written  this  department  asking  that  the  requesting  of 
return  receipts  for  registered  mail  be  discontinued  except  in  such  cases. 
It  is  explained  that  other.vise  such  receipts  are  unnecessary,  since 
complete  records  kept  "by  the  Post  Office  Department  shewing  whether  or 
not  a  registered  package  or  letter  has  been  delivered  are  available  at  any 
tim^e.    The  preparation,  mailing  and  handling  of  the  return  receipts  cause 
considerable  unnecessary  work  and  expense.    It  is  suggested,  therefore, 
that  officers  and  employes  of  this  bureau  do  not  request  return  receipts 
for  official  registered  letters  or  packages,  with  the  exception  noted  above 

15  •     SHIHIEMTS  TO  WASHINGTON  SHOULD  BE  PROPERLY  ADDRESSED^ 

Attention  tf  all  employes,  especially  in  field  offices,  is  called 
to  paragraph  No,  I65  in  the  Administrative  Handbook  with  reference  to  the 
proper  way  to  address  a  Government  shipment.    The  nam.e  of  the  department 
should  come  first,  then  the  name  of  the  bureau,  and  then  the  nam.e  of  the 
division  or  person  or  both  to  receive  the  shipment.    The  nam.e  of  the 
person  should  not  com.e  first  -unless  it  is  a,  personal  shipment  and  the 
name  of  the  department  and  bureau  should  always  be  given. 

All  drayage  from  freight  depots  to  the  department  in  Washington 
is  contracted  for  -under  a  special  agreement  and  unless  the  shipment 
and  the  bill  of  lading  bear  the  name  of  the  department  and  bureau,  it 
will  not  be  picked  up  by  the  contractor  -until  he  is  specially  notified. 
Improperly  addressed  shipments  lay  over  at  the  depot  for  several  days 
and  accumulate  storage  charges.    This  actually  occurred  a  few  days  ago 
when  a  shipment  of  office  furniture  came  in  from  a  field  station  and 
neither  the  name  of  the  department  nor  the  b-ureau  v/as  indicated. 

All  freight  shipments  into  Washington  should  be  on  Government  bill 
of  lading,  but  express  shipments  should  be  made  charges  collect  without 
Goverrjiient  bill  of  lading  being  used, 

16.    ECONOM  I-^SSENGER  ENVELOPES  SHOULD  NOT  BE  SEALED. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  economy  messenger 
envelopes  should  not  be  sealed*    If  the  envelope  is  sealed,  it  necessitates 
cutting  it  in  order  to  open  and  thus  renders  it  -unsuitable  for  further  use. 
In  transmitting  papers  in  these  envelopes,  from  one  building  to  another, 
it  may  be  advisable  to  clip  the  flap  of  the  envelope  to  the  contents, 

17*     OUTGOING  MAIL  SHOULD  BE  CAREFULLY  H/'iNDLED, 

Postmaster  Chance  advises  that  five  sacks  of  official-sized  letters 
from  this  bureau  were  received  at  the  Washington  post  office  July  22  v;ith 
the  envelopes  bMly  stuck  together*    He  further  states  that  it  was  v/ith 
the  utmost  patience  and  care  that  the  addresses  were  not  matilated  during 
separation,  and  asks  for  our  cooperation  in  future  similar  mailings. 

This  matter  should  be  given  attention  by  all  who  seal,  sort,  tie 
and  otherv/ise  handle  outgoing  mail.

The  Minneapolis  office  of  the  new  Grain  IV^rket  News  Service  was 
opened  July  Ip,  and  the  first  reports  on  the  spring-wheat  market,  accord- 
ing to  the  new  plan,  were  issued  on  July  19. 

This  service  irarks  the  beginning  of  the  special  reporting  of  the 
grain  market  at  Minneapolis  which  is  to  be  operated  in  correlation  with 
the  Know- Your -Own -Wheat  campaign  in  the  spring-wheat  states. 

This  new  market  report  differs  from  ordinary  commercial  grain  market 
reports  in  that  its  primary  purpose  is  to  interpret  the  market  to  producers 
and  to  reflect  and  explain  changing  conditions  in  the  grain  trade  which  in- 
fluence the  price  that  producers  receive. 

Tnese  reports  are  being  distributed  to  county  agents,  farmers,  grain 
buyers,  country  grain  elevators,  etc.,  in  counties  where  the  Know -Your -0.vn- 
TTheat  campaign  is  being  conducted.  This  campaign  is  now  in  operation  in  30 
counties  in  Minnesota,  North  and  South  Dakota.  Schools  of  instruction  for 
farmers  and  elevator  men  in  the  factors  that  influence  the  grading  of  wheat 
are  being  conducted  in  these  states  under  the  leadership  of  representatives 
of  the  Federal  Grain  Supervision  offices- 

This  news  service  and  educational  campaign  has  been  opened  with  the 
beginning  of  the  mrketing  season  for  the  new  crop.    Up  to  the  first  of 
August  but  few  cars  of  new  wheat  have  been  received  at  the  Minneapolis  mar- 
ket.   As  the  movement  of  the  new  crop  increases,  the  distribution  of  market 
reports  will  be  espanded. 

The  Know-Yo-ar-Ovvn-^eat  campaign  is  being  conducted  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  States  Relations  Service  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics,  while  the  Grain  Dv^rket  News  Service  is  being  issued  from 
the  new  office  just  opened  at  Minneapolis  under  the  direction  of  J.  E. 
I^thewson. 

a.    FURTHER  PROGRESS  IN  KNOW -YOUR -Q?.T^ -WHEAT  CAMPAIGN. 

As  a  part  of  the  Know -Your -Ovvn -Wheat  campaign,  meetings  of  country 
grain  buyers  and  farmers  are  now  being  held  in  the  States  of  Minnesota,  North 
and  South  Dakota.    The  meetings  arranged  for  by  county  agents  in  the  States 
are  being  conducted,  in  Minnesota  by  R.  C.  Miller,  in  charge,  Minneapolis 
Office  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision;  in  North  Dakota  by  John  Quincy  Adams, 
Grain  Supervisor,  Mirjiee^polis;  and  in  South  Dakota  by  R.  R.  Sauaders,  Grain 
Supervisor,  Kansas  City  Office  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision.    At  these  meet- 
ings the  Federal  grain  supervisors  demonstrate  grain  grading  with  special 
reference  to  wheat. 

Although  at  this  time  of  year  the  farmers  in  these  thjree  States  are 
extremely  busy,  the  meetings  for  the  most  part  are  being  well  attended.  A 
report  from  Mr.  Saunders  dated  July  29th  reads  in  part: 
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"On  Wednesday,  July  2tS,  a  meeting  was  held  at  Miller,  South 
Dakiota  at  the  Conmercial  Club  Hall,     There  were  twenty-six  present. 
Ex-Governor  Eyrne,  who  is  now  State  Cornnissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
M.  E.  Benedict,  special  assistant  to  the  State  Conmissioner  and 
professor  of  economics  at  the  State  college,  attended  the  meeting. 
After  the  meeting  was  over  "both  ass^ored  me  that  they  were  well 
pleased  v/ith  the  class  of  work  we  are  doing  and  felt  that  it  would 
surely  "bring  good  results." 

From  reports  received  thus  far  much  interest  is  being  shown  in  the 
work  by  country  dealers  and  farmers.     Because  of  the  press  of  farm  work  re- 
ports have  it  that  thus  far  country  elevator  dealers  and  local  millers  far 
out-number  the  farmers  in  attendance  at  the  meetings. 

3'     HECQED  YIAB  IN  COTTON  CLASSIFICATION, 

One  of  the  self-supporting  features  of  the  bureau's  work  is  the  classi- 
fication of  cotton  at  the  branch  offices  at  New  York  and  New  Orleans.  Nearly 
230,000  bales  of  cotton  were  classified  at  these  offices  during  the  past  fis- 
cal year,  which  is  about  one-third  of  the  cotton  classed  at  future  exchanges 
since  the  inaug-oration  of  Government  classification  in  1919.     Sixty-six  per 
cent  of  this  year's  work  was  performed  during  the  month  of  J^y,  which  was 
the  largest  delivery  montih  in  the  history  of  the  bureau. 

COOPFKATIVE  MAPJSTING  IN  EITBOPEAN  COUNTRIES. 

F-orther  developments  in  the  steady  of  thf  ^  effect  of  the  World  V/ar  on 
cooperative  marketing  of  agricultural  products  in  European  countries  con- 
ducted under  the  direction  of  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Assistant  Chief,  include  the 
recent  appointment  of  Eugene  M.  P^ayden.    Mr.  Kayden  is  a  Hussian  by  birth, 
who  came  to  America  in  early  life  and  is  an  iuLerican  citizen.    For  tv;o  years 
Mr.  Kayden  has  been  teaching  economics  at  Yale,  devoting  much  of  his  time  to 
research  work  in  connec-cicn  with  Russian  cooperation.    He  brings  intensive 
knowledge  and  a  v/ide  experience  to  the  present  studies  and  is  now  summarizing 
the  available  information  regarding  the  present  status  of  agricult-oral  co- 
operation in  Russia  and  Siberia.    Later  Mr.  Kayden  may  go  to  Eastern  Europe 
to  bring  his  reports  up  to  date  and  to  make  possible  first-hana  observations 
and  interpretations.

Place  file  number  under  "In  reply  refer  to  file"  rather  than  in  the 
left-hand  corner  as  was  formerly  done  on  the  old  letterheads. 

"Prepared  by"  slips  should  be  attached  to  letters  drafted  for  the  sig- 
nature  of  the  Secretary,  the  Chief,  Associate  Chief,  and  Assistant  Chief, 
and  should  bear  the  name  of  the  officer  by  whom  the  letter  has  been  prepared. 
The  initials  of  the  dictator  are  not  sufficient. 

"A  large  part  of  the  letters  and  memorandums  which  pass  among  the 
buildings  occupied  by  the  [department] in  Wasnington  are  transmitted  witnout 
being  enclosed  in  envelopes.  *  *  *    Hereafter,  all  comm^mi  cat  ions  passing 
from  one  building  to  another  should  be  enclosed  in  envelopes.  "      (For  com- 
plete  statement  see  Bureau  News,  Vol.  5,  No.  20,  lT:em  6), 

Enclosures  should  be  placed  in  envelopes  and  the  word  "Enclosure" 
written  on  the  letter,     (See  Bu,  News,  Vol.  9,  No.  19,  Item  IS). 

In  clipping  papers  together,  pins  should  be  used  vvhsre  only  a  few 
sheets  are  involved.    When  the  number  of  sheets  exceeds  that  -w-hich  can  be 
fastened  by  a  pin,  a  large  clip  should  be  used.    The  use  of  Gem  clips  should 
be  reduced  to  a  minimum.

Publications  to  foreign  countries  should  be  sent  under  separate  cover 
in  a  Bfeniia  tension  envelope,  in  order  to  avoid  the  payment  of  first-class 
postage  on  printed  matter  to  these  countries. 

Envelopes  marked  "Printed  IVktter"  should  not  be  used  for  first-class 
postage  unless  the  words  "printed  matter"  are  crossed  out  and  "Letter  Iv(!ail" 
substituted.

The  last  para- 
graph of  this  item  ms  especially  emphasized, -"¥hon  a  Senator  or  Representa- 
tive has  referred  a  letter  from  a  constituent  to  --his  department,  a  copy  of 
the  constituent's  letter  should  be  made  for  the  department  files,  and  the 
original  letter  returned  zo  zhe  Senator  or  Bepresenta-civ-e  . "    This  rule  ap- 
plies also  to  the  correspondence  of  this  bureau. 

Prepare  three  carbons  of  letters  making  leports  on  pending  bills  in 
Congress . 

Forms  96  and  99  bave  been  reprinted  for  use  in  referring  letters  from 
one  bureau  to  another.     In  using  Form  99,  if  the  correspondent  has  not_  been 
advised  of  the  reference  no  copy  of  his  letter  need  be  E^de;   if  he  has  been 
advised  of  the  reference,  a  copy  should  be  made  to  be  filea  with  cm:  reply 
to  him.    Please  keep  reference  letters  and  replies  to  the  ccrrespcnaeniiE 
clipped  together  in  all  cases  so  that  the  file  of  correspondence  mav  be  com- 
plete. 

Please  give  new  stenographers  instructions  regarding  our  rules, — in- 
denting margin  instead  of  writing  address  flush  with  the  imrgin,  si^igle  space 
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three-lined  addresses  and  doulDle  space  two-lined  addresses,  correct  typo- 
graphical errors  on  carbons  as  well  as  on  original  letter^  etc. 

Pen  corrections  are  permissible  only  on  letters  to  oiir  field  men. 

The  q.uestion  of  late  mail  has  gotten  to  be  a  serious  one.    Some  of 
the  divisions  are  regularly  sending  in  all  their  mail  after  3*30,  many 
of  those  letters  bear  the  date  of  the  day  before  and  sometimes  two  or  three 
days  previous  to  the  date  of  receipt.    Aside  from  making  it  necessary  for 
the  viseing  clerks  and  the  mail  clerks  to  remain  until  a  very  late  hour  to 
get  the  mail  out,  all  branches  of  the  Government  service  have  been  asked  by 
the  Postmaster-General  to  cooperate  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  congestion 
of  mail  in  the  Post  Office  tov^ard  the  close  of  a  business  day.    The  bureaus 
are  asked  to  minimize  the  amoimt  of  first-class  mail  dispatched  later  than 
2:30  and  to  send  out  as  much  as  possible  in  the  morning. 

White  franked  envelopes  should  not  be  used  for  the  transmission  of 
papers  within  the  department.     Some  of  the  divisions  are  using  these  en- 
velopes when  sending  papers  by  messenger  instead  of  enclosing  the  papers  in 
Manila  envelopes  with  the  words  "By  messenger"  printed  thereon.

Mr.  Kitchen  gave  an  interesting  review  of  the  history  of  the  mrket,  previous- 
ly outlined  in  the  Bureau  News,  told  of  the  transfer  of  the  market  to  the 
Government,  and  sketched  the  progress  made  to  date  imder  his  aoministra uion. 
He  quoted  figures  to  indicate  that  there  will  be  an  income  exceeding  ex- 
penses and  improvements  which  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Treasury,  Mr. 
Samson  spoke  of  consuners'  problems  as  found  in  the  retail  market,  especially 
as  relates  to  the  grading  of  perishable  products  and  the  variations  in  con- 
tainers.   L.  M.  Davis  spoke  of  the  possibilities  of  grading  and  ii.spection 
of  dairy  products  in  retail  markets  and  Mr.  Vtolin  discussed  the  possibili- 
ties of  applying  the  proposed  grades  of  meats  in  Center  Pfcket.    The  chilling 
rooms  and  other  parts  of  the  market  were  visited.

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1.    DR.  TAYLOR  POINTS  THE 

At  the  Virginia  State  Farmers'  Institute  at  BlacKs'burg,  August  10, 
Dr.  Taylor  discussed  the  q^uestion  "lH'hat  can  tne  farmer  do  in  helping  to 
solve  the  marketing  problem."    He  pointed  out  many  things  which  the  farmer^ 
as  an  individual  can  do  in  proaucing  the  right  varieties  and  qualities  of 
products  and  in  adjusting  his  production  to  market  conditions.    He  also 
pointed  out  the  way  in  which  the  Market  News  Service  and  the  Statistical 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  coula  be  usea  as  a  'oasis  of  self- 
nelp  on  the  part  of  farmers.    He  then  discussed  what  the  farmers  can  ao 
through  cooperation,  both  in  preparing  products  for  the  mrket  and  airect- 
ing  the  products  through  the  right  market.    The  thira  phase  of  the  ais- 
cussion  related  to  what  the  farmers  can  do  through  their  Government  agen- 
cies^ such  as  establishing  standard  grades,  the  administration  of  standards, 
the  inspection  service  and  the  control  of  central  markets  through  the  ad- 
ministration of  such  legislation  as  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  legislation, 
the  Grain  Future  Trading  Act,  the  Cotton  Fufore  Trading  Act  and  similar 
legislation. 

^-    ASSOCIATED  PRESS  EXTENDS  USE  OF  BUREAU'S  imKET  NEWS. 

_  Conferences  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  Associated  Press 

in  New  York  and  Boston  on  Uednesday  and  Thursday  of  last  week  by  J.  Clyde 
ivsarquis,  to  arrange  for  an  extended  use  of  the  b^oreau' s  market  reports  by 
the  Associated  Press.     There  is  a  grov^ring  demand  among  newspapers  for  more 
complete  service  through  this  medium  and  the  directors  of  the  market  divi- 
sion of  the  A.  P.  have  recently  asked  for  a  number  of  special  reports  to  be 
prepared  by  the  bureau,  which  h.ave  heretofore  been  taken  from  private  agen- 
cies.    The  A.  P.  officials  are  pleased  with  the  service  they  are  getting 
through  the  various  branch  offices  on  the  leased  wire  ana  are  arranging  to 
extend  this  service  wherever  there  is  evidence  of  a  denand  for  mrket  re- 
ports from  their  members. 

While  in  Boston  and  New  York,  Mr.  IV^rquis  conferred  with  bureau  rep- 
resentatives concerning  the  distribution  of  market  news  through  contact  with 
local  newspapers  and  through  the  medium  of  the  marketgram. 

3-     PLANS  FOR  PIMA  COTTON  STUDIES. 

Believing  that  not  only  will  growers  receive  material  benefit  from 
the  experiment,  but  that  much  information  -will  be  obtained  by  the  Federal 
Government  which  can  be  applied  advantageously  in  other  sections  of  the 
cotton  belt,  a  program  of  work  connected  with  the  marketing  of  PinB,  cotton 
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has  been  mapped  out.     This  program  calls  for  extensive  cooperation  -..vith  the 
Bureau  of  Plant  Inaustry  and  with  the  growers  of  Plica  cotton  in  selecting 
in^the  field  and  certificating  for  -aniformity  the  product  of  appro xiniately 
0,000  acres  of  the  best  grovvn  cotton  in  the  Salt  River  Valley.  W. 
Meadows,  head  of  the  Cotton  Division,  left  Washington  last  Wednesday  and 
will  ce  met  by  Dr.  0.  F.  Cook  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Inaustry  in  Phoenix, 
where  together  they  will  formulate  definite  plans  to  De  followed  by  the 
Department's  specialists.' 

Other  members  of  the  Bureau  who  will  probably  be  assigned  to  the  v\^ork 
at  various  times  are  W.  G,  Blair,  Specialist  in  Cotton  Testing,  George 
Butterworth,  Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing,  and  Horace  H.  Willis,  who  has 
lately  come  to  the  Bureau  as  a  cotton • specialist  with  textile  training,  Mr. 
Blair  will  conduct  a  series  of  spinning  tests  intended  to  solve  a  number  of 
problems  arising  infield  segregation;  Mr.  Buttervvorth  will  classify  the 
cotton  after  it  has  been  ginned;  and  Mr.  Willis  will  study  the  handling  of 
the  cotton  with  a  view  to  improving  its  preparation  for  the  use  in  the  mills. 
Preliminary  conferences  were  held  in  Phoenix  during  Jme  and  July  with  xev- 
resentative  cotton  growers  by  Lloyd  S..  Tenny  and  Arthur  W.  Palmer. 

^ '     FISCAL  YEAR  FIGURES  FOR  gEDERAL  GRAIN  SITPERVTRTON 

Thirty-one  thousand,  six  hunared  and .  eighty -nine  appeals  from  inspec- 
tions made  by  licensed  grain  inspectors  were  filed  with  the  various  offices 
of  Federal  Grain  Supervision  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1922. 
Of  this  nimber,  2::),992  were  on  wheat,  U,S94  v^re  on  corn,  and  1,254  were  on 
oats.     The  grade  was  changed  on  10,971,  or  ],h,6fo^  of  the  number  filed.  The 
Department's  fees  for^this  appeal  service  amounted  to  $54,03^,89.  During 
tnis  same  period  $7,1:)0.37  was  turned  into  the  Treasury  representing  receipts 
from  the  sales  of  grain  samples  accumulated  in  connection  with  official  work. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  more  appeals  were  filed  during  the  above 
period  than  during  the  combined  fiscal  years  1917  to  1921,  inclusive.  The 
Department's  fees  for  this  fiscal  year  exceeded  the  five  previous  years  by 
$l,SSS.7i+.    D-aring  the  life  of  Federal  Grain  Supervision  up  to  June  30',  1922, 
the  sum  of  $l4l,067.3p  was  turned  into  the  Treasury  representing  appeal  and 
dispute  fees  and  receipts  from  sales  of  surplus  grain  samples. 

5-     SEED  LOAN  COLLECTIONS  PLANMD.  " 

;  A  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Seed  Grain  Loans  -was  held  in 

Mr.  Estabrook's  office  last  Thursday  ana  plans  ¥/ere  drawn  up  for  an  intensive 
campaign  fqr  the  collection  of  aoout  $2,700,000  outstanding  in  the  States  of 
North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washington  this  fall.  The  organization  con- 
ducting th^  campaign  wili  have  its  headquarters  at  Grand  Forks,  North  Dakota, 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  Mr.  N.  A.  Olsen.  Crop  conditions  in  the  seed 
loan  terriljory  are  reported  favorable  and  prospects  for  collections  excep- 
tionally gqod. 
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A  series  of  studies  relating  to  agricultural  economics  in  the  United 
States  has  heen  planned  "by  the  Bureau  of  Economic  and  Social  Institutions  of 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     These  studies  are  largely 
the  result  of  inquiries  ordered  by  the  1920  and  1922  general  assemblies  of 
the  Institute.     Several  members  of  this  Bureau  have  been  rec^uested  by  tne 
Secretary  of  the  Institute,  Prof.  Carlo  Dragoni,  to  contrioute  articles  in 
connection  with  the  studies  contemplated.     These  articles  will  include:

T'    EXHIBITS  _SQON  TO  TAKE  THE  SOUTHERN  ROAD. 

The  cotton  standards  and  warehousing  exhibit,  one  set  of  which  is  now 
being  shown  at  the  Pageant  of  Progj?ess  in  Chicago,  will  cover  t'wo  southern 
circuits  this  year,  beginning  operations  early  in  September.    One  circuit 
will  cover  Memphis,  Birmingham,  Meridan,  Colmbia,  Jacksonville  and  probably 
imcon.     The  other  will  move  toyvard  the  West  and  will  include  Danville,  111., 
Topeka,  Muskogee,  Little  Rock,  Waco  and  probably  other  Texas  points.  The 
grain  standards  and  grading  exhibit,  nov^  being  shown  in  the  Dai^zotas  for  the  ^ 
first  time,  will  also  travel  the  southeastern  circuit,  extending  from  Memphis 
to  Jacksonville,  this  year. 

3'    MQPY_MATT£RS  MADE  CLEAR. 

The  procedure  followea  in  making  up  the  estimates  for  appropriations 
was  outlined  by  Miss  Emily  Clark  before  the  meeting  of  head  clerks  and 

secretaries.    Estimtes  should  be  made  for  the  amoimt  actioally  needed  to 
cover  work  outlined  -  no  more,  no  less,  the  program  set  forth  in  the  esti- 
mates should  be  clear  and  definite  and  no  increase  should  be  req.uested  un- 
less a  definite  necessity  exists.    Head  clerks  were  asked  to  have  available 
in  convenient  form,  mterial  from  which  any  informtion  desired  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  or  by  Congress,  could  be  prepared  on  short  notice.    The  vari- 
ous steps  in  the  progress  of  the  Appropriation  Bill  through  Congress  were 
outlined. 

Discussion  of  allotment  of  funds- among  the  various  divisions  brought 
out  the  necessity  for  anticipating  the  needs  of  a  division,  that  the  program 
of  work  in  the  division  may  be  planned  so  as  to  keep  within  the  allotment, 
and  avoid  the  possibility  of  a  deficit. 
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The  absolute  necessity  of  anticipating  necessary  changes  in  payrolls 
at  least  a  week  in  advance,  with  proper  notice  in  writing  to  the  payroll 
clerk  oefore  payrolls  are  made  up,  was  emphasized.    Memoranda  for  the  Section 
of  Supplies  and  Accounts  making  transfers  of  salaries  from  one  appropriation 
to  another  should  be  routed  through  the  Office  of  Estimates,  that  a  correct 
file  may  be  maintained,  segregated  by  projects,  for  use  in  making  up  the 
estimates  and  similar  reports. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  complete  file  of  division  annual  reports 
available  in  the  Section  of  Estimates  and  Reports  and  of  especial  use  in 
connection  with  the  annual  reports  soon  due. 

5-  SEBVICESSHOW  SIGNS  QE  AUTUMN. 

An  active  summer  season  in  the  Emit  and  Vegetable  l^r'ket  News  Service 
IS  gradually  drav/ing  to  a  close.    Daily  reports  have  recently  been  aiscon- 
tinued  from  temporary  field  stations  at  Aberdeen,  N.  C;  iV^con,  Ga.;  Sulphur 
Springs,  Texas,  and  Kennett,  Mo.,  following  the  practical  completion  of  local 
snipment  of  the  peach  and  watermelon  crops  in  those  aistricts. 

Temporary  field  offices  will  soon  be  opened  at  Hocky  Eord,  Colo., 
Eenton  Harbor,  Mich.;  Alliance,  Nebr.,  and  Monte  Vista,  Colo.    These  changes 
mean  constant  travel  among  the  field  workers,  changes  of  address,  and  fre- 
Toent  adjustment  of  plans.    Occasionally  time  may  be  found  for  a  few  days' 
vacation  between  assignments.    Proper  handling  of  the  field  program  of  the 
News  Service  requires  the  full  time  of  S  or  10  technical  employees,  in  addi- 
tion to  clerical  assistance  at  the  more  important  offices. 

Within  the  next  month  most  of  the  winter  field  stations  will  be  opened. 
These  offices  serve  the  leading  potato  and  apple  producing  sections  and  con- 
tinue in  operation  for  about  six  months.     The  list  includes  offices  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y. ,  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.;  Waupaca,  Wis.;  Greeley,  Colo.;  Idaho 
J^lls,  Ida.;  Spokane,  Wash,;  and  Presque  Isle,  Me. 

10.     PROGRESS  IN  MOVING  ERQGRAM. 

The  moving  of  the  Crop  Estimates  library  from  the  Ma,in  Building  to 
the  third  floor  of  the  Bieber  Building  has  been  completed,  and  library  con- 
solidation is  under  way. 

The  Stenographic  Section  has  moved  to  the  north  side  of  the  sixth 
floor,  Bieber  Building.    Mr.  Dickson's  office  is  now  in  Room  605. 

The  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  is  moving  into  Rooms  U27,  ^27-^; 
and  U27-b.    Mr.  Valgren's  office  is  in  Room  U27. 

The  Reviewing  Section  is  moving  into  Room  b09,  and  Estimates,  Special 
Reports,  etc.,  into  Room  610. 

The  Farm  I^nagement  Photographic  Laboratory  is  now  consolidated  with 
the  old  J/^rkets  Photographic  Laboratory  on  the  sixth  floor,  Bieber  Building. 
A  great  deal  of  plumbing,  carpentry  and  painting  work  incident  to  the  merger 
occasioned  some  delay. 

The  Section  of  Cold  Storage  Reports  is  located  in  the  fourth  corridor, 
third  floor  of  the  "C"  Building,    Mr.  Bell's  office  is  in  Room  i4-30S. 

A  new  telephone  and  building  directory  will  soon  be  issued. 
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Effective  at  once^  the  use'  of  press  copy  books  v/ill-  be  discontinued 
in  the  Bureau.    After  the  supply  of  copying  ribbons  on  hand  is  exhausted^ 
record  ribbons  may  be  used  for  any  letters  signed  by  officers  of  the  Bureau. 
It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  letters  .prepared  for  the  signature  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agricult-ore ,  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  As- 
sistant Secretary  of  AgriculVore,  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  must  be  \rritten  with  "press-copying,  ribbons.    The  stenographic 
section  of  the  Bureau,  and  'each  subsection  thereof,  will  have  one  typewriter 
eq.uipped  with  a  press-copying  ribbon,  and  each  division  should  ma^e  such 
preparations  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  writing  of  letters  ior 
the  signature  of  the  officers  named  above  with  press  copying  ribbons. 

12.  AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL.  .  ■  . 

Most  of  the  hour  of  the  Bureau  Council  was  devoted  to  a  report  from 
Mr.  Callander  of  his  recent  vvork  in  the  West  and  Southwest  in  connection 
with  the  inauguration  of  the  live  stock  reporting  service.    He  interviewed 
state  and  railroad  officials  throughout  that  .territory.    Arrangements  for 
beginning  the  work  are  practically  completed,  an  organization  to  cover  the 
region  is  under  formation  and  it  etpparently  wi-^l  be  possible  to  compile 
live  stock  movements  for  the  past  few  years  fxom  the  records  of  the  rail- 
roads involved.    Altogether  the  work  seems  %p  be  starting  off  auspiciously. 
Dr.  Taylor  called  attention  to  local  marketing  problems  as  exemplified  con- 
stantly in  Center  ]Vfe,rket,  and  suggested  tha^t.  Division  leaders  oe  thinking 
over  ways  and  means  of  helping  our  local  .farmers  with  such  problems  and 
later  other  local  groups.    Dr.  Taylor  indicated  that  in  future  more  Council 
time  will  be  devoted  to  reports  by  v/orkers  who  are  personally  responsible 
for  particular  pieces  of  work.

A.  F.  Krueger,  Assistant  in 
Ciiarge  of  Appointments,     It  is  urged  that  all  divisions  and  offices  of  the 
bureau  be  represented.

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1.    POTATO  MgilTBTG  REPOET^D. 


A  meeting  to  consider  the  potato  statistics  of  the  crop  of  1921  and 
methods  of  improving  the  crop  and  market  reporting  service  for  potatoes  in 
the  fut-ure  was  held  at  B-iiffalo  on  August  1^+.    L.  M.  Estabrook^  Associate 
Chief,  of  the  "bureau  and  Chairman  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  lilat  C,  Iteray, 
Chief  Statistician,  I>r .  S.  A.  Jones,  Secretary  of  ohe  Board,  C.  E.  Gage,  In 
Charge  of  the  Crop  Estimating  Field  Service,  F.  J.  Blair,  Truck  Crop  Spe- 
cialist, E.  W.  Stillweil,  Acting  in  Charge  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Divi- 
sion, and  C.  D.  Boharjion,  Economist,  who  has  been  correlating  potato  sta- 
tistics, .  represented  the  Washington  office.    Field  statisticians  for  the 
New  England  States,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota,  Nebraska  and  Idaho  represented  the  field  service.  Dr. 
Steijart,  Potato  Specialist  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  came  from  New 
Brunswick,  Nova  Scocia,  to  attend  the  meeting.    P.  E.  Taylor,  Chief  of  the 
J     Pennsylvania  State  Bureau  of  llhrtets ,  H,  D.  Phillips,  Chief  of  the  New  York 
5     State  Bureau  of  ifekets,  B.  B.  Jones,  of  the  Wisconsin  State  ]\{!arketing  Bu- 
5     reau,    Mr,  Scofield  of  Cornell,  who  also  has  been  doing  some  work  in  corre- 
lating potato  statistics,  and  Mr.  Wai,  In  Charge  of  Fruit  and  Truck  Itoket- 
"p.    i^g  ^OT  the  Ohio  State  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  were  present  and  all  took 
^     part  in  the  discussions.    More  than  l^C  prominent  potato  producers  and  deal- 
ers from  Maine  to  Colorado  were  invited,  but  their  attendance  was  disappoint- 
ing. 

A  preliminar?,r  meeting  of  buTeau  representatives  was  held  on  the  eve- 
H-jning  of  August  13  and  fr.vc  open  meetings  were  held  on  August  1^.     In  his  cpen- 
^ing  statement  Mr.  Estabrook  stated  that  it  was  the  desire  of  bureau  officials 
that  representatives  of  the  potato  industry  should  have  every  opportunity  to 
criticise  the  crop  reporting  service  and  to  ask  questions.     It  was  their 
hope  especially  to  have  constructive  suggestions  looking  to  the  betterment 
of  the  service,  as  the  real  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  bring  about  a  better 
mder standing  and  better  cooperation  bet.veen  the  bureau  and  the  potato  indus- 
try. 

Dr.  Jones  presented  charts  and  figures  showing  details  of  the  abnormal 
sitmtion  in  the  v/inters  of  192I  and  1322.    imong  other  questions  discussed 
were  the  value  of  the  July  and  August  forecasts  of  production,  the  desira- 
Dility  of  publishing  separate  estimates  of  the  early  and  the  late  potato 
crops,  the  q-uantity  of  certified  seed  potatoes  produced  and  available,  the 
value  of  monthly  estimates  of  potato  stocks,  the  desirability  of  including 
in  each  published  report  a  statement  of  e:-:actly  what  the  figures  mean,  and 
the  interpretation  of  essential  facts,  and  many  questions  regarding  the  tech- 
nique of  crop  reporting,  form  of  questioniiaires,  and  sources  01  information. 

^^r.  Estabrook  outlined  the  essential  features  of  an  enlarged  program 
for  estimating  perishables,  given  elsewhere  in  5he  Bureau  News,     In  closing 
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the  meeting  Mr.  Estabrook  stated  that  judging  from  the  statistics  presented 
and  the  discussion_,  it  was  evident  that  the  estiniates  of  the  1921  potato 
crop  were  suostantially  correct. 

2,  ORDESLY  LiLMB  MAEK£?ING  COMMITTEE  MEETS. 

The  coinnittee  on  orderly  marketing  of  lambs  at  Jersey  City  and  New 
York  met^  v^ith  all  members  present,  in  the  rooms  of  the  New  York  Meat 
Co-uncil,  August  17.    Messrs.  Tenny,  Brandy  ^Vhalih,  Callander  and  Burmeister 
from  Washington,  and  Messrs.  Miller  and  Doheny  from  New  York,  represented 
the  department,     T"ne  members  of  the  committee  represented  producers,  pack- 
ers, live  stock  commission  men,  railroads,  retail  meat  dealers,  and  the 
Jersey  City  Stock  Yards  Compavny. 

Although  mmny  diverse,  yet  related,  interests  were  represented,  the 
session  was  unusually  harmonious  and  appliea  itself  seriously  to  a  solution 
of  the  problem.    A  spirit  of  cooperation  prevailed^    Each  branch  of  the 
trade  showed  a  willingn.ess  to  do  its  part  towara  preventing  violent  fluctu- 
ations in  receipts  and  prices  of  live  and  dressed  lambs  at  that  center,  and 
thus  contribute  materially  tov;a,id  the  stabilisation  of  the  sheep  and  lamb 
market  of  the  country. 

"Produce  and  market  better  lambs,  use  better  breeding  stock,  practice 
docking  and  trimming,  and  ship  to  market  in  graded  lots  and  you  v;ill  get 
full  value  and  more  nearly  steady  prices  for  all  your  lambs  and  top  prices 
for  the  best"  is  the  message  the  committee  sends  to  producers. 

Demonstrations  were  planned  whereby  shipments  of  selected  lambs  will 
be  sent  to  the  Jersey  City  market  and  for  which  buyers  liave  agreed  to  pay 
top  prices.    The  results  will  be  used  as  an  object  lesson  to  producers  and 
shippers  by  contrasting  the  returns  from  such  shipments  with  those  from  the 
general  run  of  stock  sent  to  tha.t  market. 

The  following  slogans  were  suggested:     "Make  the  quality  right  and 
the  market  v/ill  be  right'-'.     "The  market  is  never  glutted  with  good  stuff", 
"New  York  never  gets  enough  good  lambs  and  always  pays  for  qtiality". 

The  department  was  requested  to  prepare  a  series  of  short,  snappy, 
pointed  market  letters  and  press  releases  in  the  form  of  propaganda  for  dis- 
tribution through  the  various  channels  which  reach  producers,  shippers  and 
the  trade . 

3.  PEESOI^^ISL  WORK  CUTLniED  . 

The  personnel  work  of  the  bureau  was  discjLssed  by  A.  F.  Krueger  at 
the  last  meeting  of  head  clerks  and  secretaries,  under  three  heaas:  The 
Civil  Service  and  departmental  contact  work  under  the  immediate  charge  of 
¥irs.  Grey;   the  administrative  phases  of  persor^nel  i7ork;  and  the  personnel 
record  work  under  Mrs.  Ashton.    Mr.  Kruoger  outlined  these  three  phases  in 
detail  and  included  a  statement  ree^^rding  job  classification.    Methods  of 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  requesting  appointments,  reappointments,  rein- 
statements, transfers  and  similar  matters  were  outlined. 

This  was  the  last  of  the  series  of  meetings  of  head  clerks  and  secre- 
taries. 
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3'.    EIHARGED  PHOGBAM  FOR  ESTimTIFG-  PEHISHABLES  OUTLIrlED: 

The  essential  feat^ores  of  an  enlarged  program  for  estimting  perish- 
able and  semi -perishable  crops,  such  as  fruits  and  vegetables,  including 
potatoes,  have  been  worked  out.    They  include  the  njaking  of  an  intensive 
survey  of  recognized  areas  of  surplus  production^  the  employment  of  special- 
ists for  each  crop  to  inspect  such  areas  periodically  and  interviev;  the 
best  informed  men,  to  build  up  lists  of  special  reporters  for  each  crop,  to 
obtain  the  cooperation  of  all  organized  agencies  and  to  issue  timely  reports 
of  acreage,  yield  per  acre,  production,  car lot  movement,  stocks  and  prices; 
to  disting-uish  between  total  production  and  market  surplus  production,  and 
to  issue  interpretative  statements  which  v/ould  set  forth  the  essential  facts 
disclosed  by  the  figures.     Such  a  program  cannot  be  made  effective  with  the 
present  funds  of  the  bm-eau,  out  is  dependent  upon  the  amo^ont  of  interest 
displayed  by  the  potato,  truck  and  fruit  crop  industries,  and  the  attitude 
of  Congress  with  respect  to  providing  adequate  financial  support. 

^-    AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Estabrcok  opened  the  Co^ancil  meeting  with  a  short  report  of  the 
potato  conference,  reviewed  elsewhere  in  The  Bureau  News.    W,  ^.  Schoenfeld 
to.ld  of  arrangements  made  on  his  recent  Northern  trip,  m  conjunction  with 
President  Butter  fie  Id  and  others  of  one  New  England  i^e  search  Council  by 
which  audit ional  agencies  will  be  represented  in  the  Council  sucn  as  Dart- 
mouth and  Yale.    E.  C.  Shoup  has  been  selected  as  Executive  Secretary  and 
an  office  has  been  outfitted  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Appraiser's  Building 
which  is.  available  to  any  agency  in  New  England  making  market  research 
studies,    Ivlr.  Schoenfeld  defined  the  Council  as  a  coordinating  rather  than 
a  directing  agency  and  gave  concrete  examples  of  the  kind  of  things  it  will 
and  will  not  attempt  to  do,    Vbc ,  Schoenfeld  effected  cooperative  arrange- 
ments '.vith  the  Port  of  New  York  Authority  for  terminal  market  studies  and 
discussed  with  Dr.  Huebner  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  possible  plans 
for  further  termiroal  market  work. 

J.  Clyde  I'larquis  stressed  his  belief  in  the  advisability  of  strength- 
ening our  contacts  with  the  branch  offices  and  field  men  and  developing  the 
leased  wire    to  its  greatest  possioilities .    He  pointed  out  that  less  than 
10  per  cent  of  the  bureau's  appropriation  is  expended  on  the  dissemination 
of  news  and  information  including  all  kinds  and  all  methods  and  less  than 
1  per  cent  of  the  department's  appropriation  is  so  used.     C.  A.  Burmeister 
told  of  his  observations  on  the  Jersey  City  lamb  market  and  reviewed  the 
work  of  the  recent  lamb  conference,  reported  elsewhere  in  this  number.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Burmeister' s  diagnosis,  the  root  of  the  present  problems  in 
marketing  Eastern  lambs  lies  in  the  variation  of  quality  of  product  and  the 
lack  of  grading  in  shipment.    Perishability  of  product  is  another  important 
element  in  the  problem. 

W.  A.  Sherman  reported  results  obtained  on  his  recent  trip  in  the 
interest    of  shipping  point  inspection.    Cooperative  arrangements,  literally 
no  two  exactly  alike,  have  been  worked  out  with  New  York  (potatoes),  Mssa- 
chusetts  (onions),  Ohio  (peaches),  North  and  South  Dakota  (potatoes),  under 
which  vvork  will  be  begun  this  Fall.    A  short  school  of  instruction  for  those 
involved  in  this  work  will  be  held  in  Fargo  shortly. 
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Division  leaders  were  asked  to  enforce  the  re^alation  that  applica- 
tion for  annual  leave  be  ai^proved  in  the  administrative  offices  and  that 
letters  of  authorization  he  duly  signed  before  actual  departrxe.  Eecent 
delinquencies  have  caused  nrach  inconvenience.     It  was  requested  that  prompt 
attention  be  given  the  forthcoming  request  for  annual  reports. 

5.     LEADED  WIKF  TO  BE  EXTE.mED  TO  T^XAS. 

Beginning  September  1,  the  leased  vvire  service  vviil  be  extended  from 
Kansas  City  to  Eort  Worth  and  Austin,  Te^s,  to  f-ornish  offices  to  be  es~ 
tablished  there  with  market  information  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  live  stock 
and  meats  and  on  other  products  as  arrangements  are  completed.     Owing  to  the 
length  of  our  western  circuit  and  the  heavy  traffic  it  carries,  this  exten- 
sion  will  be  handled  as  an  individml  circuit  and  all  traffic  intended  for 
it  will  be  relayed  from  Kansas  Citj'. 

The  office  at  Austin  v;ill  be  established  in  cooperation  with  the 
State  Division  of  Markets  and  reports  for  general  distribution  will  be  pre- 
pared by  zhe  Texas  ivkrket  Ne\7s  Service.     The  high-powered  radio  telephone 
at  Austin  will  broaacast  the  reports  over  the  State.     Other  radio  stations 
in  the  State  will  also  be  furnished  market  information  for  broaacasting. 

iS .    iiPPPESSING  I\aiL  TO  BIL^JTCH  OEEICES . 

The  Head  Clerk  of  the  Boston  Joint  Office  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  five  bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  located  in  the 
Appraisers'  Stores  Building  in  that  city  and  that  frequently  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  delivering  mail  to  the  proper  persons  because  of  the  absence 
of  bureau  names  on  the  envelopes.     That  there  may  be  no  delay  in  the  receipt 
of  mail,  not  only  by  the  Boston  Joint  Office  but  by  other  branch  offices  as 
well,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  all  mail  for  such  offices  should  bear  the 
name  of  the  bureau  as  a  means  of  identification,  unless  the  room  number  of 
the  party  addressed  is  sho7;n.

P*       3'     ANOTHER  VICTORY  FOR  GQVERmiENT. 
f\\  ■  — — ___ — ■ 


The  demurrers  filed  by  Brown  and  Adams  and  R.  E.  Smith,  wool  dealers 
of  Boston,  denying  the  right  of  the  United  States  to  collect  excess  profits 
on  the  I9I8  wool  clip  have  been  overruled  by  Judge  Morton  of  the  United 
States  district  court,  according  to  a  telegram  received  yesterday  from  the 
-5**    District  Attorney's  office  in  Boston.    This  is  the  third  victory  of  the 
Government  establishing  the  validity  of  the  19IS  wool  regulations.  The 
proceedings  instituted  against  the  firm  of  Brown  and  Adams  involves  the  col- 
lection of  nearly  $300,000  and  the  case  against  R.  E.  Smith  involves  the 
sum  of  $32,000.     Shenia,n  L.  Whipple  is  the  attorney  for  the  defendants. 

To  date  the  Domestic  Wool  Section  of  this  bureau  has  collected  ex- 
cess profits  amounting  to  $620,757.75.     Of  this  amount,  $327,1^5.23  has 
been  refunded  to  wool  growers  by  the  mailing  of  99,^46  checks.     Of  the  re- 
maining $S45,112  to  be  collected,        cases  involving  $626,SUU.l6  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Solicitor  for  recovery  through  legal  proceedings.     It  is  ex- 
pected that  approximately  10  of  these  cases  will  be  reached  for  hearing  on 
demurrer  soon  after  the  convening  of  the  Fall  terms  of  court  in  various 
districts . 

^.    AT  THE  BUREAU  COUNCIL. 

Dr.  Taylor  opened  the  Bureau  Council  by  announcing  that  the  precipi- 
tation and  humidity  section  of  the  Atlas  of  American  Agriculture,  prepared 
under  the  si5)ervision  of  Dr.  0,  E.  Baker,  is  now  available  for  distribution. 
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A  discussion  of  the  courses  of  study  for  the  graduate  school  of  the 
department  occupied  most  of  the  hour.    1^.  Estahrook  stated  that  in  re- 
sponse to  a  memorandum  sent  to  division  leaders,  suggested  courses  included 
the  following:    advanced  English,  agricultural  writing  and  editing,  market 
reporting,  economics,  graphics,  statistics,  lihrary  science,  agricultural 
history  and  lectures  on  the  vvork  of  this  and  other  bureaus.    Dr,  I^ylor 
sketched  the  three  schools  of  economic  thinking  -  historical,  English 
classical  and  Austrian,  ~  and  gave  leading  examples  of  each  as  a  suggestive 
outline  for  a  course  of  study. 

Dr.  Taylor  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  marketing  workers  knowing  the 
problem  as  a  whole  and  knowing  each  other,  and  outlined  plans  for  a  series 
of  bulletins  on  commodity  marketing.    Each  bulletin  is  to  tell  a  complete 
story  of  what  happens  in  the  marketing  of  a  selected  agricultural  commodity, 
the  whole  to  form  a  text  book  on  marketing  of  bOO-700  pages. 

Dr.  Taylor  announced  the  designation  of  W.  A.  Schoenfeld  as  Director 
of  Marketing  Research,  and  stated  that  one  of  his  first  duties  will  be  to 
take  general  charge  of  the  preparation  of  the  series  of  commodity  bulletins. 
J.  Clyde  ^krq.uis,  as  Director  of  Information,  will  be  in  charge  of  all  pub- 
licity and  public  contact  work  of  the  bureau,  while  Lloyd  S.  Tenny  will  con- 
tinue to  take  care  of  the  static  work  of  the  bureau.    Dr.  Il^ylor  will  out- 
line and  shape  policies  to  be  followed  and  will  guide  and  coordinate  the 
research,  information,  regulatory  and  static  features  of  the  work. 

5.     COTTON  MARKETING  WOEK  TO  BE  PRESENTED  TO  BRAZILIAN  CQHEEEENCE. 

"Features  of  the  Work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Improving 
Cotton  I»fe,rketing  Conditions  in  the  United  States"  is  the  title  of  a  paper 
prepared  by  William  R.  Meadows  and  Arthur  W.  Palmer  of  the  Cotton  Division 
to  be  read  at  the  International  Cotton  Conference  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  October 
15  to  13.    This  conference  is  to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Sociedade  Nacional  de  Agricultura  of  Brazil,  and  is 
called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  methods  to  be  followed  in  the  improve- 
ment and  modernizing  of  the  Brazilian  cotton  industry.    In  view  of  the  im- 
portance of  Brazil  as  a  potential  cotton  producing  country,  the  conference 
is  attracting  much  attention^  especially  among  English  merchants  and  spin- 
ners. 

Because  funds  are  not  available  for  sending  a  cotton  specialist  from 
this  bureau  to  Brazil,  commissions  have  been  given  to  W.  Irving  Bullard,  of 
the  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Boston,  and  B.  Youngblood,  of  the  Texas  Agri- 
cultural and  Mechanical  College,  to  act  as  official  representatives  at  the 
conference . 

0.    ARRANmiENTS  COMPLETED  FOR  COOPERATIVE  SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTION  SERVICE. 

Arrangements  for  shipping-point  inspection  in  cooperation  with  this 
bureau  have  been  made  with  seventeen  States  and  negotiations  with  Oregon  are 
expected  to  be  completed  within  the  next  week.    The  agreements  executed  are 
with  the  following  States  and  cover  the  products  indicated: 

California,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  products;  Colorado,  potatoes, 
fruits,  vegetables;  laaho,  apples,  prunes,  potatoes;  Ife,ine,  potatoes;  I^ssa- 
chusetts,  onions;  Missouri,  potatoes;  Montana,  apples,  potatoes;  New  York, 
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potatoes;  New  Jersey,  peaches^  potatoes;  North  Dakota,  potatoes;  Ohio, 
peaches;  Pennsylvania,  appler.,  grapes,  potatoes;  Soiith  Dakota,  potatoes; 
Utah,  apples,  peaches,  potatoes;  V:..rgj-nia,  apples,  peaches;  Washington, 
apples,  peaches,  pears,  prunes,  potatoes,  onions;  Wisconsin,  potatoes, 
cah"bage , 

The  agreements,  no  two  of  which  are  identical,  had  to  be  ad  justed. 
to  the  different  laws  of  the  several  States,  as  well  as  to  the  persorx.el 
available  and  the  funds  which  the  States  are  able  to  contribute.    The  only 
uniformity  as  to  fees  is  that  in  all  cases  the  fees  are  to  be  reasonable 
and  are  to  be  calculated  to  offset  the  appro xima.te  cost  of  the  service. 
Where  State  lav\rs  permit  the  fees  to  be  used  as  a  revolving  fuad,  the  bir^eau 
is  asking  little  or  no  contribution  to  the  Federal  treasvxy  from  the  work 
on  condj.tion  that  the  State  take  over  and  pay  from  the  fees  the  scalar y  and 
expenses  of  the  supervisor  selected  or  recommended  by  this  bureau,'   In  al- 
most every  case  the  si:^ervj  sion  is  in  the  hards  of  a  man  acceptable  to  this 
bureau,  ~  usually  a  present  or  forraer  employe.     The  actual  inspection  in 
all  cases  will  be  done  primarily  by  locc.l  men  selected  and  trained,  oy  the 
supervisors.    As  a  rule,  these  men  are  to  be  emploj^ed  by  the  State  and  li- 
censed by  the  bureau. 

The  tota.l  expendi taire  from  oiu:  appropriation  directly  chargeable  to 
the  shipping -point  inspection  work  thus  fa^r  arranged  for  is  not  likely  to 
exceed  $12,000,  while  it  is  more  or  less  certain  "chat  the  fees  received  by 
the  Federal  treasury  from  this  work  will  amount  to  at  least  as  much. 

7 .     CONFERENCES  WITH  GROUPS  OF  OUTSIDERS  TO  BE  BEPORTED . 

In  a  memorandum  received  from  W.  A,  Jump,  he  states  in  part: 
•'The  Secretary  requests  that  hereafter  he  be  notified 
in  advance  by  memorandum  whenever  a  conference  is  to  be  held 
between  representatives  of  the  department  and  groups  of  out- 
side peop3.e»    The  notification  should  indicate  the  time, 
place  and  participants  in  the  contemplated  conference,  its 
purpose,  how  it  was  initiated,  and  any  other  information 
which  will  assist  the  Secretary  to  keep  in  close  touch  with 
the  varied  activities  of  the  department.    A  further  memo- 
randum is  desired  by  the  Secretary  promptly  upon  the  termi- 
nation of  each  such  conference  indicating  what  conclusions 
were  reached,  etc." 

Division  leaders  have  been  requested  to  fui'nish  this  inforiration 
for  the  Secretary  through  the  Office  of  the  Chief, 

^'     JOINT  RESEftp.CH  WORK  GETS  UNDER  WAY. 

One  of  the  first  duties  of  Eldon  C.  Shoup  as  Secretary  of  the  New 
Eng3.and  Research  Council  on  IVlarketing  and  Food  Supply  will  be  to  assemble 
and  coordinate  the  different  projects  that  the  members  have  in  mind.  Later 
he  will  supply  each  agency  member  with  a  complete  set  of  projects  as  have 
been  submitted."  to  him. 

As  stated  in  The  Bureau  News  of  April  IS,  the  council  is  a  voluntary 
organization  composed  of  representatives  of  this  bureau,  the  State  depart- 
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ments  of  agricult-ure ,  colleges,  universities  and  other  agencies  interested 
in  marketing  research  studies.     Its  purpose  is  to  stimulate  interest  in 
problems  related  to  the  distribution  of  agric-ultural  products,  coordinating 
as  far  as  possible  the  activities  of  the  different  agencies  and  maintaining 
a  clearing  house  of  information  for  market  research.     This  bureau  will  co- 
operate in  making  studies  of  market  research  problems  that  are  of  national 
interest  and  the  results  of  which  have  wide  application. 

An  office,  equipped  with  typewriters  and  adding  and  calculating 
machines,  has  been  established  in  room  Uo^,  Appraiser's  Stores  Building, 
402  Atlantic  Ave.,  Boston.    W.  W.  Michaud  has  been  appointed  executive  clerk 
to  assist  the  cooperating  agencies. 

9.  E.  C.  MILLER  EEPQHTS  QA^  ETUCATIONAI-  GF.AIIT  GRADING  CAIjlPAIGN. 

Because  the  farmers  of  Minnesota  are  very  busy  now  harvesting  and 
threshing  their  grain,  the  grain  grading  demonstrations  in  conneci^ion  with 
Know -Your -Own -Fheat  campaign  in  that  State  v/ill  be  temporarily  discontinued. 
E.  C.  Miller,  Grain  Supervisor,  h^s  returned  to  his  headquarters  at  Minne- 
apolis, to  carry  on  this  educational  vvork  only  when  specifically  requested 
to  do  so  by  coicity  agents,    1^^.  Miller  reports  that  much  interest  was  ex- 
hibited by  those  who  attended  the  meetings  held  and  with  few  exceptions 
there  were  no  individml  criticisms  of  the  grades.

11.  P,  H.  QUINN  AUTHOHIZED  TO  APPROVE  VQUCHEBS. 

P.  E.  Q,uinn,  in  charge  of  the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts/  has 
been  authorized  by  fne  Chief  to  approve  vouchers  covering  individual  sal- 
aries and  field  payrolls  for  services  rendered  under  appointment,  transpor- 
tation of  passengers,  freight  and  express,  telegraph  accounts  at  branch  of- 
fices and  field  stations,  travel  and  station  expenses,  supplies  and  services 
other  than  persorial  obtained  under  purchase  order,  and  rents  under  lease. 

This  change  in  proced'ore  will  expedite  payments  at  least  forty -eight 
hours.     Salaries,  of  course,  can  not  be  paid  until  the  services  have  actu- 
ally been  performed,  but  payment  of  claims  for  reimoursement  of  travel  and 
station  expenses  will  be  speeded  up.    Heretofore,  it  has  been  necessary  for 
the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts,  which  is  located  about  a  half  mile  from 
bureau  headquarters,  to  for^vard  audited  vouchers  to  Ivdr.  Bailey's  office  for 
approval,  and  to  await  their  return  before  the  vouchers  could  be  posted  and  J 
scheduled  to  the  Disbursing  Office  for  payment .  m 
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Because  vouchers  must  be  examined  administratively  in  the  division 
to  which  they  pertain,  they  should  be  submitted  through  the  proper  channels 
of  the  division  to  the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts, 

12.  CQQPEEATIQN  WITH  PAY  CLERKS  IS  ASKED, 

The  following  memorandum  to  Dr.  Taylor  from  the  Chief  of  the  Division 
of  Accounts  and  Disbursements  is  self-explanatory.    Every  one  is  asked  to 
cooperate  with  the  pay  clerks  in  drawing  of  salaries: 

"I  wish  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  congestion  at 
the  cashier's  window  late  in  the  afternoon  of  pay-day  caused 
by  employees  calling  for  their  salary  who  were  not  at  their 
desks  when  the  pay  clerk  visited  their  building.     The  crowd 
has  been  so  large  at  times  that  the  line  has  extended  a  con- 
siderable distance  into  the  corridor,  and  has  resulted  in  more 
or  less  confusion. 

"It  is  believed  that  most  of  these  employees  could  be 
paid  in  their  respective  bureaus,  and  to  accomplish  this  a 
pay  clerk  is  sent  to  each  bureau,  not  only  with  the  view  of 
reducing  the  time  consiimed  by  the  employees  in  drawing  their 
pay,  but  as  a  convenience  to  them.     There  are  many,  however, 
who  for  one  reason  or  another  do  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  be  paid  in  their  bureau,  but  late  in  the  after- 
noon call  at  the  Disbursing  Office  where  freq.uently  they  are 
compelled  to  wait  some  time  for  the  return  of  the  pay  clerk 
from  the  bureau.    This  sitmtion  places  a  heavy  burden  on  this 
office,  especially  so  since  the  rule  has  been  put  into  effect 
of  drawing  the  money  from  the  Treasury  Department  and  paying 
off  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  and  requires  our  force 
to  remain  considerably  after  closing  hours. 

"^/ill  you  not  be  kind  enough  to  lend  your  cooperation 
in  this  matter  and  impress  upon  all  employees  the  necessity 
of  signing  the  pay  roll  and  getting  their  money  at  the  time 
the  pay  clerk  is  in  their  bureau? " 

13.  HANDLING  imJUSCRIPTS  AI-ID  PROOFS. 

A  revised  circiilar,  in  mimeographed  form,  giving  directions  for  the 
preparation  and  handling  of  manuscripts  and  proofs  in  this  bureau  v\as  dis- 
tributed to  all  heads  of  divisions  and  head  clerks  last  week.     It  is  urged 
that  all  authors  and  clerks  who  prepare  or  work  on  manuscripts  and  proofs 
read  this  circular  now  and  that  it  be  kept  available  for  constant  reference 
hereafter.    Besides  discussing  the  general  phases  of  the  work,  detailed  in- 
structions are  given  regarding  the  proper  makeup  of  manuscripts  such  as  use 
of  illustrations,  tables  and  footnotes.    Manuscripts  received  in  the  Division 
of  Information  hereafter  vjill  be  expected  to  conform  to  these  suggestions, 
which  will  result  in  the  saving  of  time  and  work.

Papers  will  be  rated  on  education,  experience  and  fitness,  and  on  a 
thesis  or  discussion  to  be  filsa  with  application.    Req.uir3ments  under  the 
first  two  subjects  are:  gradioauion  from  a  standard  four  years'  high  scnool 
course,  or  tne  completion  of  14  -units  of  high  school  work  acceptable  for 
college  entrance,  and  at  least  two  years'  e::perience  in  cotton  classing; 
the  completion  of  two  years  of  a  standard  fo-or  years'  high-school  course, 
or  the  completion  of  seven  units  of  high-school  v/ork^  and  at  least  three 
years'  experience  in  cotton  classing;  or  at  least  four  years'  experience 
in  cotton  classing. 

The  duties  of  appointees  will  be  to  assist  in  preparing  copies  of 
the  official  cotton  standards,  in  inspecting  and  adjusting  copies  of  such 
standards  in  use,  and,  should  occasion  require,  in  carrying  on  the  field 
work  of  the  department.

21.  MARK  W.  PICKELL,  Agricultural  Statistician  for  the  Farmers  National 
Grain  Dealers  Association  at  Chicago,  has  just  concluded  a  three  months 
special  study  of  the  factors  influencing  the  price  of  wheat,  using  the 
facilities  of  this  bureau.    Mr.  Pickell  has  charted  the  production,  move- 
ment, prices  of  wheat  and  genera.l  price  levels  and  from  these  correlations 
he  concludes  that  world  production  is  the  dominating  influence  on  the  United 
States  price  of  wheat  with  United  States  production  secondary  in  influence 
and  general  business  conditions  and  grain  movement  third  in  importance. 

This  investi^tion  by  a  representative  of  a  business  group  is  one  of 
the  first  concluded  on  the  new  plan  of  cooperation  by  which  the  department 
places  its  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  those  v/ho  wish  to  make  economic 
studies  through  their  own  representatives. 

22.  J^JffiT  NEWS  FOR  DISTRIBUTION  BY  RADIOPHONE  from  Philadelphia  is  being 
collected  by  this  bureau  in  cooperation  v/ith  the  Pennsylvania  B'oreau  of  I^r- 
kets  and  the  New  Jersey  Bureau  of  Ivfe^rkets.

It  is  expected 
that  wherever  the  work  of  any  division  of  the  bureau  fits 
into  the  plan  of  procedure  in  marketing  research,  that  you 
will  secure  the  cooperation  of  that  division."

Because  of  the  return  to  the  9  o'clock  opening  hour,  employes  in 
Washington  will  work  from  9  to  1  o'clock  next  Saturday,  the  last  half  holi- 
day of  the  season. 
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^-     PROGRESS  IN  LIVE  STOCK  ESTIMATING  WOEK. 

The  development  of  the  organization  for  handling  the  new  live  stock 
project  is  progressing  rapidly.     The  principal  object  of  this  work  is  to 
determine  and  forecast  marketable  supplies  and  probable  movements  of.  live 
stock  to  market. 

L.  M.  Harrison,  who  was  formerly  Agricultural  Statistician  for  Ari- 
zona, has  been  designated  to  handle  the  live  .stock  reporting  work  for  Ari — 
zona  and  New  Mexico.    Miner  M.  Justin,  Statistician  for  Utah  and  Nevada, 
has  been  placed  in  charge  -of  live  stock  work  in  the  inter -mountain  area, 
including  Utah,  Nevada  and  such  portions  of  Colorado,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  and 
Oregon,  as  make  up  the  inter -mountain  live  stock  region.     F.  W.  Eeier,  Jr., 
is  being  transferred  to  Wyoming  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  live  stock  work 
there,  and  George  A.  Scott  has  been  selected  as  Statistician  for  Montana. 
Mr.  Beier's  territory  ^ill  include  Wyoming,  Western  Nebraska,  Western  South 
Dakota  and  the  Southeastern  corner  of  Montana,    E.  M.  Johnston,  Agricultural 
Statistician  for  Texas,  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  live  stock  work 
in  Texas.     It  is  likely  that  an  additional  man  will  be  required  to  handle 
the  Texas  situation.     In  California,  E,  E.  Kaufman,  the  Agricultural  Statis- 
tician, is  cooperating  with  the  California  Cattle  Men's  Association,  the 
Sheep  Growers'  Association  and  some  work  has  already  been  done  there. 

Frank  Andrews,  with  headquarters  at  Denver,  will  serve  in  an  advis- 
ory capacity  for  the  Range  States  and  assist  in  the  coordination  of  the 
service  involving  major  live  stock  movements  from  one  to  another  of  the 
range  areas  and  to  market. 

This  entire  program  is  being  carried  on  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Division  of  Live  Stock,  Meats  and  Wool.     It  is  planned  to  use  the 
Chicago  office  of  that  division  as  the  principal  clearing  house  for  the 
information  gathered  under  this  new -project.    C.  L.  Harlan,  of  the  Division 
of  Live  Stock,  IVIeats  and  Wool,  is  now  giving  most  of  his  time  to  this  pro- 
ject and  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  development  of  an  efficient  re- 
porting service  in  the  Corn  Pelt  States.     The  appointment  of  live  stock  men  . 
in  Iowa  and  Illinois  v/ill  be  announced  shortly.    Additional  clerical  and 
traveling  expenses  will  be  furnished  to  the  statisticians  in  the  other  Corn 
Belt  States  with  a  view  to  developing  a  service  which  will  meet  the  demand 
of  feeders  of  cattle  and  sheep  for  statistics  as  to  the  number-  of  animals 
on  feed  and  the  movement-  of  live  stock  in  and  out  of  the  Com  Belt-. 

The  lamb  m.ovement  from  Kentucky'-  zo  Tennessee,  an  important  factor  in 
the  marketing  of  spring  lambs,  will  be  covered  from  the  Tennessee  office  of 
the  division.  Estimates  as  to  the  probable  movement  during  the  spring  will 
be  made  about  March  1.     Similar  estimates  for  Virginia  will  be  attempted. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  with-  railroad  companies  to  secure  data 
as  to  live  stock  loadings  and  unloadings  in  the  Central  and  Western  States 
for  the  last  three  years.     Some  of  this  information  has  already  been  com- 
piled and  steps  are  being  taken  to  get  it  together  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.     It  is  realized  that  information  of  this  kind  is  essential  for  fore- 
casting available  supplies  and  probable  movement  to  market.  -  In  the  Western 
States,  information  regarding  the  movement  of  cattle  is  being  obtained  from 
the  State  live  stock  commissions  or  similar  agencies. 
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Another  pig  survey  similar  to  that  of  last  May  will  be  made  in 
November.     It  will  cover  not  only  the  17  States  surveyed  last  spring,  but 
all  States. 

5.  USE  OF  TELEPHONES  IN  BRANCH  OFFICES  BY  VISITING  EMPLOYES. 

The  Head  Clerk  of  the  Philadelphia  joint  office  makes  the  following 
conplaint  in  regard  to  the  use  of  telephones  in  that  office  by  visiting 
employe  s : 

"It  has  freq.uently  happened  in  this  office  and  doiittt- 
less  in  other  bureau  offices  also,  that  visiting  employes 
have  occasion  to  use  the  telephone  and  fail,  to  mention  same. 
When  these  calls  are  toll  or  long  distance  we  receive  an 
itemized  account  of  same  monthly  and  are  absolutely  unable 
to  identify  them  for  payment.    This  entails  a  dispute  with 
the  telephone  company  to  secure  their  cancellation. 

"We  have  on  several  occasions  discovered  later  that 
the  company  was  correct  in  having  charged  us," 

As  this  complaint  would  apply  with  eqiaal  force  to  other  branch  of- 
fices as  well  as  to  Philadelphia,  all  bureau  employes  visiting  such  offices 
and  having  occasion  to  use  the  telephone  are  req.uested  to  advise  those  in 
charge  when  such  calls  are  made,  in  order  that  telephone  bills  may  be 
properly  checked. 

6.  USE  OF  ENVELOPES  FOR  FIRST>CLASS  MAIL. 

The  Post  Office  Department  has  called  upon  this  bureau  to  cooperate 
with  it  in  the  use  of  standard  sized  envelopes. 

It  appears  that  one  of  our  branch  offices  sent  out  a  large  quantity 
of  mail  in  envelopes  k-l/ 2  inches  wide.    The  separating  cases  in  the  post 
office  into  which  the  envelopes  are  thrown  are  only  U-l/S  inches  v/ide, 
hence  the  hand-sorting  of  this  mail  resulted  in  much  lost  motion.    The  re- 
ceiving post  office  further  states  that  the  enclosures  contained  in  the 
mail  referred  to  could  have  been  mailed  in  the  smaller  envelope.    All  of- 
fices are  requested  to  use  the  regular  3-7/S  by  S-T/S  inch  envelopes  for 
first-class  mail,  except  where  the  enclosures  require  a  larger  size.

A  hearing  on  the  proposed  grades  for  hay  which  were  recently  an- 
no-anced  .by  this  o^oreau  will  "be  held  next  Thursday  at  the  Thirty-third 
Street  Warehouse  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  New  York  City. 
Another  hearing  will  be  held  Septemoer  27  and  23  at  the  Stockyards  Inn, 
Chicago,  and  a  third  hearing  will  he  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.  at  a  date 
to  be  announced  later. 

At  each  of  these  hearings,  W.  A.  Fneeler,  H.  B.  McClure,  W.  M.  King 
and  IC.  B.  Seeds,  all  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  will  be  present. 
By  means  of  some  eighty  boxes  of  samples,  the  proposed  grades  of  timothy 
hay,  clover  ha.y^  timothy  and  clover  mixed  hay,  mixed  grass  hay,  and  timothy 
and  grass  mixed  hay  will  be  sho^vn  and  demonstrated.     The  work  of  the  bureau 
leading  up  to  the  formation  of  the  tentative  grades  will  be  described  and 
the  specif ica.tions  for  the  proposed  classes  and  grades  will  be  explained. 

Written  suggestions  along  practical  and  constructive  lines  will  be 
considered  by  the  department,  -  such  suggestions  to  be  submitted  not  later 
than  October  Ip. 

2.  SUGGESTIONS  FOE  EDUCATIONAL  C0UFSE3  SUBMITTED  TO  COMiyilTTEE.- 

A  tentative  program  of  courses  of  graduate  study  in  which  employes 
of  this  bureau  may  oe  interested  has  been  outlined  oy  L.  M.  Estabrook, 
Associate -Chief ,  and  representative  of  this  bureau  on  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  Graduate  Study .    The  program  includes  suggestions  received  from 
various  divisions  of  the  bureau-.     It  is  divided  into  three  general  groups, 
namely:   statistics,  economics  and  agricultural  writing.     The  first  group 
includes  the  following  courses:  elementary  statistics,  advanced  statistics, 
graphics  and  statistica,l  problems.     The  second  group  covers  elementary  agri- 
cultural economics,  elementary  marketing  and  distribution  for  agricultural 
products,  advancea  economic  theory  and  land  economics.     The  third  group, 
agricultural  writing,  is  to  be  divided  into  two  courses:  elementary  prin- 
ciples of  writing,  and  technical  agricultural  writing.     The  following 
co-arses  have  also  been  suggested:  library  science,  agric^oltural  history, 
and  legal  subjects  applicaole  to  the  work  of  the  department.    Popular  lec- 
tures by  specialists  of  the  department  on  the  organization,  functions,  work, 
results  accomplisned  and  important  projects  under  way  in  the  different  b-^j- 
reaus  was  suggested  as  a  means  of  promoting  a  better  under standr.ng  of  i.hb 
-work  of  the  department,  acqtiaintanceship,  good  fellowship  and  team  vYor'.c 
among  the  employes. 

These  suggestions  have  been  submitted  by  Mr.  Estabrook  to  the  Ccji- 
mittee  on  Grad-oa.te  Study,  and  it  is  expected  that  as  soon  as  coi-irses  ^lave 
been  definitely  decided  upon,  announcements  will  be  issued  listing  instruc- 
tors, schedule  of  classes,  entrance  req^uirements  and  tuition. 
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3.     ERUIT  AID  VEGETABLE  5EPQBTS 

For  several  years  mrket  reporters  in  the  Fruii.  and  Vegetable  Di- 
vision have  been  securing  daily  reports  of  the  unloads  or  net  receipts  in 
their  cities  of  apples^  cantaloupes,  cahoage,  celery,  onions,  peaches, 
strawberries,  sweet  and  white  potatoes,  and  torcatoes.     As  a  rule,  these 
reports  cover  carlots  only,  but  a  fe.v  cities  also  secure  less  than  carlot 
and  boat  receipts.    Nur.erous  requests  have  been  received  for  the  tabulated 
reports  from  those  interested  in  the  amount  of  produce  unloaded  in  the 
large  cities  or  the  States  from  which  it  comes.     Ihe  cities  for  which  un- 
load statistics  have  regularly  been  secured  jn  the  past  by  bureau  repre- 
sentatives are  Boston,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Kansas  City, 
Minneapolis,  New' York,  Pniladelphia,  Pittsburgh,  St.  Louis,  St.  Paul  and 
Washington, 

Arrangements  have  just  been  perfected  with  transportation  officials 
whereby  reports  will  be  furnished  by  railroad  agents  in  twenty  additional 
cities:     Providence,  Newark,  Atlanta,  Birmingham,  Buffalo,  Columbus,  Toledo, 
Loujsville,  Indiar^-polis,  Memphis,  Milwaukee,  uraha.  New  Orleans,  Dallas, 
Denver,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  Portland,  Seattle  and  Spo:^ne .  Reports 
for  the  same  few  commodities  will  cover  carlot  arrivals  minus  diversions 
and  re -shipments,  and  so  will  practically  represent  unloads.    About  lyb 
railroads  enter  the  20  cities,  and  reports  are  received  from  this  nunber  of 
agents. 

AT  THE  BUREAU  COUITCIL.  .  . 

Dr.  Taylor  opened  the  Co^jncil  meeting  by  asking  that  annual  report 
material  not  yet  submitted  be  .turned  in  at  once  to  Miss  Clark.    Dr.  P.  A, 
Pearson,  Agricult-aral  Economist,  reported  on  plans  for  forthcoming  year- 
books of  the  department.    He  stated  that  the  1922  yearbook  will  contain 
articles  on  swine,  dairying,  hay  and  forage,  small  grains,  and  forestry. 
Topics  to  be  discussed  in  the  1923  yearbook  are:  fruits,  poultry,  sheep  and 
goats,  potatoes  and  truck,  and  sugar  and  tobacco.    The  following  subjects 
will  be  covered  in  the  1 9 2U  yearbook:  horses  and  mules,  roads,  .land  utiliza- 
tion, credit,  lana  tenure,  country  life  and  education.    Dr.  Pearson  pointed 
out  that  the  graphic  work. in  the  1921  book  has  delayed  its  issuance.     It  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  distriout ion  about  the  middle  of  October. 

C.  W.  Forster  outlined  his  forthcoming  bulletin  on  the  movement  of 
land  values  in  Kentucky.    He  stated  that  the  investigation  was  undertaken 
to  determine:  1.  what  the  situation  really  was;  2.  causes;   3-  effects  of 
the  boom  on  agricult'jre  and  the  status  of  agricultural  work;  and  4.  to  .sug- 
gest remedial  meas^ores.     Eleven  hunared  records  of  sales  of  farm  lands  were 
taken  from. which  many  interesting  data  were  obtained. 

Dr.  E,  G-.  Nourse,  Chief  of  the.  Agricultural  Economic  >Section  of  the 
Iowa  State  College  of  Agriculture,  who  was  a  visitor  at  the  co"ai?ci_,  ..as 
introduced  by  the  Chief,  after  which  he  made  a  brief  but  interesting  state- 
ment regarding  recent  studies  of  farm  land  values  in  Icwa. 

w.  A.  Wheeler  stated  that  the  preliminary  work  on  formula tix..g  -.no  ^.^y 
grades  has  been  completed.    He  spoke  . of  the  forthcoming,  nearings  on  tne 
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grades,  and  commented  upon  the  enthwoiasm  with  which  the  mem"bers  of  the 
NeviT  York  State  Grain  and  Hay  Association  received  the  proposed  specifica- 
tions at  their  last  aronual  meeting  at  Syracuse,.  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Estahrook  gave  the  siiggestions  for  educational  courses  submitted, 
to  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Graduate  Study,  armounced  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  of  The  Bureau  News.

mm  NEW  Yomi  dairy  qefics. 

A  statement  of  feed  and  pasture  conditions  and  comparisons  with 
previous  periods  for  important  dairy  States,  to  be  compiled  by  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Live  Stock  Estimates ,  wl-11  in  the  future  be  sent  to  D.  E.  ly^ttson, 
in  charge  of  the  New  York  office  of  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  Division. 
These  data  will  be  released  by  Me-,  ^iattson  in  connection  with  the  reports 
on  receipts  of  dairy  products  at  New  York  City,  as  it  is  thought  they  may 
have  an  important  bearing  on  probable  future  receipts. 

This  arrangement  is  the  result  of  a  conference  between  Mr,  IV^ttson 
and  Charles  E.  Gage,  who  recently  ma,de  a  brief  trip  to  New  York  and  Ithaca, 
N.  Y. ,  and  Paterscn,  N.  J.,  in  connection  with  appointments  to  be  made  in 
the  field  servi-^e  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Live  Stock  Estimates. 

6.  NOTARIAL  WQEK  TO  BE  DIVIDED. 

R.  7/.  Roberts,  Head  Clerk  of  the  Warehouse  Division  and  Notary  Pub- 
lic, is  seriously  handicapped  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties  by 
the  great  amount  of  notarial  work  he  is  called  upon  to  do.    Miss  Camp,  whose 
office  is  in  room  4l3,  Bieber  Building,  also  is  a  Notary  Public,  and  it  is 
possible  that  this  fact  is  less  generally  known  than  that  i\!Ir,  Roberts  is 
authorized  to  execute  affidavits.

BUREAU  BREVITIES 

11.        THE  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA  sent  a  representative  in  the  person  of 
Dr.  W.  J.  lament  to  the  bureau  last  week  to  study  its  activities.  Dr. 
Lament,  wlio  is  President  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  the  Union  of  South 
Africa,  has  been  commissioned  by  his  government  to  study  the  agricultural 
organisations  of  the  United  States,  including  this  department  and  the  State 
agricultui^al.  colleges  and  extension  services.    He  conferred  with  Dr.  Taylor, 
Mr.  Estabrook  and  Mr.  Schoenfeld  last  Thursday  regaraing  the  organi^tion 
of  this  bureau,  particularly  the  crop  reporting  organizations  and  services. 
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Br.  Larooiit  ^tat^  that  South  Africa  covers  an  area  half  the  size  of  the 
United  States  and  hag  a  white  population  at  the^present  time  of  1-3/^ 
million  and  a  native  "black  pop-olation  ^of  about  5  millions.  He  said .  that 
South  Africa  furnishes  half  the  world  production  of  gold  annually  and  the 
total  production  of  diamonds.    It  is  a  comtry  of  vasf  undeveloped  resources, 
both  agricultural  and  mineral.    He  further  stated  that  the  government  01 
South  Africa  expects  to  organize  a  bureau  of  markets  or  of  agricultural 
economics  patterned  after  our  own  bureau.    Dr.  Lament  accepted  Tfr .  Esta- 
brook' s  invitation  to  sit  with  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  at  its  regular 
meeting  on  September  S. 

12.  A  LIST  OF  STATES  WHICH  HAVE  STANLARLIZED  VARIOUS  TYPES  OF  FRUIT  AMD 
vegetable  containers  with  the  title  and  address  of  the  enforcing  official 
has  been  compiled  by  the  standardization  section  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Division.     The  list  shows  that  thirty-five  .  States  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  have  some  sort  of  law  affecting  fruit  and  vegetable  containers. 
Seventeen  States  have  established  the  U.  S.  standard  barrel  as  the  State 
standard.     Thirteen  States  have  standardized  the  Northwestern  Apple  Box  and 
twenty-two  States  have  laws  providing  that  the  dry  quart  and  pint,  and  in 
some  instances  the  half  pint,  shall  be  the  standards  for  berry  boxes. 

13.  UNITED  STATES  GRADES  FOR  WOOL  were  used  as  the  basis  for  grading  at 
fifteen  points  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  according  to  a  recent  report 
received  by  the  bureau.    Auction  sales  were  held  at  each  point  and  the 
average  price  received  was  10  cents  a  pound  over  the  prevailing  bids  on  a 
flat  basis. 

14.  A  SUPPLEMENT  to  the  circular  "Radio  Crop  and  JVkrket  News  Service" 
has  just  been  issued  by  the  Radio  News  Service.    The  circular  now  gives

Dr»  Taylor;  We  have  an  "umisually  good  program  thisumorning,  owing  to 

the  fact  tha.t  we  have  some  outside  talent,    Mr,  W,  J,  Lament,  of 
South  Africa  has  been  in  the  Department  for  several  days,  study- 
ing the  work  of  the  Department  and  will  be  here  for  some  little 
time  yet  and  we  are  wanting  to  take  advantage  of  his  presence 
here  in  learning  a  little  more  about  the  agriculture  of  South 
Africa,    So,  I  have  asked  Mr«  Lamont  to  give  us  a  description, 
this  morning,  of  the  agriculture  of  South  Africa  and  what  edu- 
cational forces  are  doing  for  the  country. 

Mr,  Lamont:  Mr*  Chairman-  Gentlanen:  I  really  do  not  know  where  to  be- 

gin in  connection  with  this  little  talk,  but  I  might  explain  that 
the  co-untry  whicn  I  am  representing  is  spread  over  a  big  portion 
of  the  southern  portion  of  the  continent  of  Africa, 

I  think  I  mentioned  the  other  day,  in  speaking  at  the 
little  club  dinner,  that  we  have  an  area  representing  about  1/6 
the  total  area  of  the  United  States,  but  the  white  population  is 
only  about  1/6  of  what  you  have  in  New  York»    The  native  popula- 
tion in  South  Africa  is  about  five  and  one-»half  million;  that  is, 
one  and  one-half  million  whites  to  about  five  and  one-half  mil- 
lion colored  population,  made       of  what  is  understood  as  the 
"Bentu",  slightly  different  fron  the  progenitcars  of  the  negroes 
you  have  in  America  now,  slightly  different  in  type  of  features, 
but  intelligent  and  not  a  bad  class  of  native  altogether^  These 
represent  the  laborers,  skilled  and  seai-skilled  and  they  are  of 
considerable  importance  in  the  country.    They  provide  cheap  labor 


and  you  would  prolDab-ly  be  surprises  and  a  little  envious  to 
know  that  our  laborers  in  South  Africa  cost  us  in  the  pastoral 
districts  what  would  be  eq."uivalent  to  $3%00  per  mensiim  and 
keep,  keep  works  out  at  about  $S.CO,  at  the  present  rate  of 
exchange  a  little  less,  making  a  total  cost  of  something  like 
$11  as  an  outside  permense  wage  for  the  whole  period  of  the 
year»    They  look  after  stock,  are  able  to  do  plowing  quite  well, 
can  manage  cattle,  are  particularly  good  with  cattle  and  can  do 
any  farm  work  needed*    Tnen  we  have  the  poorer  class  of  white 
person  in  the  form  of  the  white  laborers  and  foremen  v;ho  do  the 
supervision,  and  then  tne  farmer  vvho  does  the  organizing  of  the 
farm-    That  is  the  organization  so  far  as  labor  needs. 

In  so  far  as  the  producing  of  crops  is  concerned,  the 
coimtry  is  divided  by  the  natural  rainfall  periods,-  one  portion 
to  what  we  call  sunmer  crops  and  the  other  to  what  we  call  winter 
crops.    Maize  or  corn  is  a  summer  crop  put  in  in  October  and  reap- 
ed in  May.    V/heat ,  oats,  barley,  and  rye  are  v/inter  crops,  put  in 
in  May  and  reaped  in  November  and  December,    The  area  is  also 
divided  for  the  same  reason  into  the  deciduous  fruit  region  and 
the  citrus  section  which  is  in  the  belt  of  suimer  rainfall.  Most 
of  our  crops  frcm  either  of  the  sections  come  just  at  the  time 
of  the  year  when  the  crops  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  are  not  a- 
vailable  and  that  has  helped  to  build  up  a  quite  big  industry  for 
South  Africa  in  Europe  and,  to  some  extent.  New  York.  Ihiring 
November  and  December  you  can  pay  50  or  75  cents  a  piece  for  seme 
of  our  peaches  in  New  York  and  about  the  same  price  per  pound  for 
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grapes,  also,  delivered  at  New  York.    There  is  no  market  in  the 
Southern  Honisphere  for  them  so  we  have  to  look  to  closely  popi>- 
lated  areas  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  to  provide  the  markets 
Maize  or  corn  is  probahly  the  "biggest  agricultural  crop  in  the 
co"untry  at  the  present  mcment.    It  represents  ahout  12-|  per  cent 
of  the  total  value  of  all  crops  exported  from  South  Africa* 

i25 ,000,000  is  the  approximate  value  of  the  agricultural 
produce  and  crops  actiially  exported  from  the  country.    As  you 
can  understand,  with  a  comparatively  small  population  spread 
over  such  a  large  area,  the  organization  of  a  Department  of 
Agricult-ure  has  "been  somewhat  difficult. 

Although  South  Africa  has  teen  popiUafed  for  a  good  many 
years, -from  I65O,-  we  regard  it  as  a  very  new  co-untry  indeed,  and 
the  reason  it  is  regarded  that  way  is  because  there  is  an  area, 
or  plateau,  right  in  the  center  which  is  very  arid.    The  popula- 
tion was,  in  the  first  place,  around  the  coast  and  when  it  went 
forward  it  crossed  this  arid  land  and  started  other  settlements 
in  the  North.    Thus,  this  area  was  left  isolated  with  no  comm"uni- 
cation  between  one  area  and  the  other.    Then  isolated  communities 
spread  over  the  different  parts  of  the  country.    The  railroads 
have  helped  and  this  arid  section  is  rapidly  becoming  more  popu- 
lated.   The  arid  section  is  most  concerned  in  sheep  farming. 
Sheep  farming  represents  the  biggest  industry  in  the  pastoral 
section  and  the  greater  part  of  the  arid  section  is  now  sheep  runs 
and  irrigated  projects  which  have  been  developed. 

in  the  organization  of  a  Department  of  Agriculture  in  a 


comitry  like  t'nat,  which  is  so  sparsely  popialated,  you  cannot 
"build  up  a  huge  department  -  the  country  v/ill  not  stand  it-  The 
size  of  any  department  has  to  bear  some  relationship  to  the  size 
of  population.    The  coimtry  cannot  stand  a  huge  organization  all 
at  once.    Our  development  has  to  be  along  these  lines.    A  big 
stock  disease  breaks  out,  v/e  concentrate  on  the  stock  disease 
and  we  get  as  many  people  as  we  can  to  study  that  disease  and 
kesj.  it  in  check.    A  disease  in  fruit  we  handle  in  the  same  v^ay. 
We  put  in  a  certain  amount  of  money  into  an  irrigation  project 
and  we  help  people  along  right  lines  to  get  land  and  to  ^t  the 
proper  kinds  of  crcp,  so  we  have  a  certain  number  of  officials 
to  do  that.    We  are  not  satisfied  with  the  sheep  industry,  so  we 
appoint  a  certain  number  of  exj^^erts  to  deal  with  it.    Then  we 
must  hPvVe  proper  mating  of  these  sheep,  otherwise  we  cannot  get 
•uniform  product  in  the  form  of  wool.    So,  we  have  people  travel- 
ing around  the  country  continuously^,  doing  nothing  else  but 
classifying  farmers'  flocks •    Very  quickly  a  man  is  able  to  do 
about  6,000  sheep  in  a  day.    These  people  are  constantly  travel- 
ing.   Thus  you  will  see  that  in  a  new  country  like  ours  the  Le- 
partment  of  Agriculture  grows  up  largely  as  a  result  of  matters 
of  expediency, 

We  have  as  fine  an  organization  for  veterinary  research 
as  you  have  in  any  part  of  the  world;  in  fact,  it  has  made  for 
itself  a  worldwide  name  for  researches  already  carried  out.  It 
is  now  goin-  furtner  as  a  Division  of  Veterinary  He  search  and  the 
division  over  there  is  giving  a  five  years'  degree  course  in 
veterinary  science  which  will  canpare  with  a  degree  in  any  part 
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Ox  the  world.    That  is  one  section  and  I  mention  it  to  indicate 
what  our  hopes  are*    As  v/e  go  in  the  futisre,  we  hope  to  do  the 
same  in  all  sections* 

Now  you  might  take  agricultural  econonics.    We  have  "been 
doing  our  v/ork  in  regard  to  production*    We  want  to  get  the  best 
and  the  most  out  of  what  the  country  is  capable  of  producing* 
We  have  gotten  to  the  stage  now,  although  we  know  what  we  are 
doing  and  have  no  difficulty  in  producing  the  needs  of  the  coun- 
try, we  find  that  immediately  you  get  past  that  stage  you  get 
the  prices  of  commodities  dropping  to  aluost  nothing*    The  q,ues- 
tion  of  exporting  canes  up.    Now  we  are  beginning  to  find  that 
the  distribution,  both  locally  and  abroad,  requires  more  study 
than  we  have  given  it.    In  other  words,  the  distribution,  at  the 
present  rncment,  is  the  most  important  problem  in  regard  to  our 
agricultural  products*    The  Government  has  now  decided  to  es- 
tablish a  division  which  will  deal  with  marketing  sections  and 
conduct  as  much  agricult-ural  investigation  as  is  possible*  We 
will  follow  the  same  procedure  by  dealing  with  the  most  pressing 
problems  first.    Then  when  we  start  with  the  research  and  in- 
vestigational section  of  it,  we  hope  as  a  result  of  the  good  work 
that  is  acccmplished  there  will  be  more  confidence  in  the  divi- 
sion itself,  and  more  of  the  very  necessary  reciuirement ,  namely, 
money, 

I  might  just  e-splain  to  you  that  marketing  q.uestions  in 
South  Africa  concerning  fruit  are  dealt  with  by  the  Division  of 
Horticulture.    The  division  in  the  South  African  Department  is 


the  equivalent  of  a  "b-ureau  in  yo-ur  .or^nizatiori.    The  Division 
of  Horticulture  looks  after  the  exporting -of  fruit ,  looks  after 
the  grading  at  the  port*    No  fruit  is  allowed  out  without  the 
Government  inspector's  stamp  on  it.    We  have  a  division  which 
looks  after  grain  inspection.    No  grain:.. leaves  without  actual 
gracing  by  Government  graaer.    Butter  ccmes  under  the  Division  of 
Dairy  and  no  butter  leaves  without  inspection.    We  have  no  "branch 
in  South  Africa  which  you  could  call  an  Animal  Industry  Section 
or  an  Animal  Husbandry  Section*    The  work  is  split  up  with  dairy 
as  a  separate  division  and  with  the  veterinary  section  as  a  separ- 
ate division  which  looks  after  the  regulating  portion  of  the  busi- 
ness,  and  the  enforcement  of  regulations  connected  with  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases.    That  is  what  the  situation  is  today.  If 
we  were  exporting  meat  the  Veterinary  Division  would  have  scmethin 
to  ,do  with  the  inspection  of  .those  carcasses* 

What  I  have  been  most  interested  in  in  the  study  of  the 
methods,  and  the  organization  of  your  Department  has  been  the  iso- 
lation or  segregation  of  all  activities  into  groups  which  are  re- 
quired to  become  the  channels  for  expert  decisions  in  connection 
with  the  distribution  of  those  products.    V/e  want  to  build  up 
something  of  the  same  nature  in  our  country ♦    We  want  to  say  that 
marketing,  distribution,  grading,  and  standardization  have  got  to 
be  tne  work  of  people  wno  give  all  their  time  to  the  work,-  not 
those  who  have  to  do  extension  work  one  day,  to  inspect  a  creamery 
tomorrow  to  see  whether  it  fulfills  all  requirements  of  the  Dairy 
Act  and  the  day  following  to  grade  butter  for:  export. 

The  greatest  impression  that  this  whole  Department  has  macLS 
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on  me  and  the  thing  that  is  going  to  have,  to  my  mind,  the  most 
lasting  effect,  has  "been  the  tr^endous  organization  and  the 
tronendous  regard  that  you  have  for  research.  .  The  other  day 
when  at  the  Farm  Hands'  Glub  dinner,  seme  speaker  was  question- 
ing whether  your  organization  was  the  right  one  and  whether  you 
got  your  information  frcm  correct  sources  and  the  estimates  ar- 
ranged, checked  up  and  distri"buted  in  a  manner  that  woxild  get 
right  through  to  the  farmer,    I  have  had  the  experience  of  a 
department  which  endeavors  to  do  it  fran  the  "bottom,  and  I  say 
quite  candidly  and  frankly  that  that  system  is  wrong.    As  to 
the  ri^t  system,  if  we  had  to  "build  over  again  tomorrow,  we 
should  start  off  where  you  are  now.    That  is  to  say  we  would 
start,  "by  "building  up  a  "big  research  department  of  agriculture 
that  would  endeavor  to  get  every  scrap  of  investigational, 
scientific  and  practical  data  that  we  could«    Then  we  would  he 
in  a  position  to  train  the  teachers  who  are  to  instruct  the 
people.    You  will  never  be  a"ble  to  do  that  if  you  start  from  the 
"bottom.    You  must  have  information  "but  it  takes  a  long  time  to 
get  it  and  if  you  have  not  got  information  collected  in  a  scien- 
tific way,  so  as  to  "be  certain  that  you  can  "back  it  up  with  the 
work  "behind  it,  it  is  of  no  use  whatever  to  you*    Another  thing 
that  has  made  an  impression  too,  has  "been  the  nead  for  continu- 
ing researches  in  the  fundamentals  at  the  "back  of  all  these  prob- 
lems before  you  can  think  of  carrying  to  the  farmer  and  to  the 
school  boy  the  information  they  need.    You  have  got  to  get  all 
the  research  data  you  possibly  can-    In  big  branches  where  you 


have  sections  working  in  different  paxts,  perhaps  not  directly 
related,  people  get  a  little  disappointed  and  think  possibly 
they  axe  not  doing  as  important  work  as  those  who  live  in  the 
limelight  and  get  the  opportxmity  of  taking  information  to  far- 
mers and  they  get  despondent.    My  firm  conviction  is  that  "behind 
and  "back  of  all  a  good  sound  department  of  agricolt-ure  and  the 
"building  up  of  any  agriculture  in  any  co-untry  is  a  real  sound 
policy  of  research, 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  the  opportunity  you  have  given 
me  to  say  these  few  words  in  connection  with  agriculture  and  the 
problems  we  have  to  face  in  our  country  and  I  want  to  thank  you 
and  all  the  officers  in  the  Agricultural  Econanics  Section  for 
the  very  kind  consideration  that  they  have  shown  me  during  my 
stay  here.    It  has  "been  a  pleasure  and  the  kindly  assistance  that 
all  the  monhers  of  your  section  have  given  me  during  my  stay  in 
your  co-untry  will  he  sanething  I  shall  appreciate  for  all  time^ 

Mr.  Tenny:  .  Nearly  everybody  would  "be  very  much  interested  in  a  law 

that  recently  passed  in  South  Africa  which  makes  it  a  misdemeanor 
for  a  monber  of  a  cooperative  association  to  break  his  contract, 

Mr,  Lamont:  I  might  explain  that  in  South  Africa  the  cooperative  move- 

ment is  very  largely  supported  with  goverrment  money-    The  Govern- 
ment has  had  some  sad  lessons  in  cooperation  and  back  of  most  of 
the  lessons  has  been  the  question  of  disloyalty*    A  member  has 
been  offered  a  penny  per  pound  more  fran  some  little  creamery  on 
its  own  and  these  people  not  seeing  the  benefits  of  agricultural 
cooperation  in  the  future  and  not  having  financial  backing,  they 
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start  sending  supplies  to  other  people.    The  G-overnment  has 
taken  the  view  that  if  they  advance  the  money  that  they  have 
a  right  to  say  what  the  regulations  shall  be»    This  year  they 
have  gone  so  far  that  in  those  cooperative  creameries  in  which 
the  Goverment  money  is  concerned  it  is  a  misdemeanor  for  people 
who  join  those  concerns  and  then  deliberately  try  to  wreck  it 
by  not  shov^ing  the  proper  amount  of  loyalty. 
Dr.  Taylor:  Explain  in  just  a  few  words,  the  Government  money  put  in, 

Mr*  Lament:  If  a  body  of  farmers  want  to  start  a  cooperative  concern, - 

say  twenty-five  farmers  who  think  they  are  going  to  put  up  a 
syndicate  of  protecting  fences  against  the  jackal,  our  most  de- 
structive animal  -  they  estimate  how  much  money  is  required  to 
capitalize  that  fencing  syndicate.    Then  they  go  to  the  Govern- 
ment and  say  we  want  four-fifths  of  this  amount  from  the  Govern- 
ment,   The  proposal  is  sent  to  the  Branch  of  Cooperation.  They 
go  through  it  and  recommend  that  the  land  bank,  a  government  con- 
cern, issue  money,  say,  ilO,000  to  the  fencing  syndicate  on  the 
'basis  of  security  of  the  farms  which  are  being  fenced  and  the 
payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  each  year,  say  for  25  years 
with  k  l/2fo  interest  and  2  per  cent  sinking  fund*    The  actual 
total  amount  paid  is  the  same  every  year*    The  interest  is  re- 
duced and  the  ^ount  of  principal  is  increased  until  cleaned  up. 
In  a  creamery  they  would  investigate  how  much  it  would  cost,  they 
say  that  they  will  provide  one-sixth,  one-fourth  or  one-third 
of  the  capital  and  ask  the  Government  to  lend  the  other  percentage* 
The  Government  does  this  on  the  same  sort  of  basis  as  the  other 
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loan,  perhaps  thirty  or  forty  years*    They  are  the  concerns  in 
which  the  G-overnment  now  wants  to  take  in  hand  and  regulate  the 
whole  "business  of  fixing  up  contracts.    A  law  has  been  passed 
this  year  providing  that  the  people  who  sign  contracts  and 
jeopardize  the  concern  by  selling  outside  of  these  contracts 
are  liable  to  fine  in  court. 

Dr.  Taylor:  Is  there  any  objection  on  the  part  of  independent  opera- 

tors who  feel  that  Government  money  is  being  used  to  establish 
competition  v/ith  them. 

Mr.  Lament:  Yes,  but  it  never  cones  to  the  surface  in  any  sort  of 

direct  way.    You  hear  there  is  an  objection, -people  say  the 
Government  is  assisting  the  farmers  too  much.    The  general 
view  is  that  cooperation  is  necessary  in  agricultural  develop- 
ment and  if  necessary  it  should  be  organized  and  financed  by 
the  Government,    The  objection  is  raised  but  it  is  not  a  very 
great  objection  and  is  never  pressed  to  any  finality. 

Dr.  Taylor:  That  is  one  of  the  things  we  have-  to  keep  the  weather 

eye  out  for  in  this  .country. 
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.  1.     "KNOWLEDGE  IS  POWER." 

"He  who  wo-old  "bring  home  the  wealth  of  the  Indies  must  carry  the 
wealth  of  the  Indies  with  him/'  the  old  Spanish  proverb  'is  apropos  of  work 
here  in  the  department,"  said  Leon  M.  Estabrook,  Associate  Chief  of  B^areau 
and  member  of  the  Committee  on  Gradmte  Studies  of  the  department.     "In  our 
work  for  the  department,  we  must  know  o-ar  subjec-c  or  v/e  must  know  where  we 
can  find  information  on  that  subject"  continued  Ivlr.  Estabrook.  "Knowing 
one's  subject  is  better  than  ^knowing  where  to  look  for  the  information." 

Mr.  Estabrook  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  aims  of  the  Graduate  School 
is  to  teach  subjects  in  which  the  department  is  vitally  interested  and  in 
this  way  prepare  members  of  the  staff  for  better  and  higher  paid  positions. 
,         He  feels,  therefore,  that  it  is  "up  to  you"  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor^ 
timities  offered  in  the  department  for  acquiring  a  broader  education. 

At  the  meeting  of  tne  Committee  on  Gradiaate  Studies,  held  in  Dr, 
E.  D.  Ball's  office  last  Thursday,  further  consideration was  given  to  the 
program  of  co^orses  of  study  and  lectures  for  the  coming  year.    This  meeting 
ttl      was  attended  by  Messrs,  Estabrook  and  Schoenfeld.     The  committee  decided 
^       that  the  lectures  should  begin  on  October  lb  and  run  for  thirty-t^o  weeks 
exclusive  of  a  v^reek's  intermission  during  the  Christmas  holidays.     It  is 
expected  that  circulars  outlining  proposed  courses  of  study  and  lectures 
with  names  of  instructors,  schedule  of  classes,  and  tuition  fees  will  be 
issued  v;ithin  the  next  week.    Employes  desiring  to  take  one  or  more  of  these 
courses  should  notify  Dr.  Ball,  Chairman  of  the  committee.     Suggestions  for 
additional  courses  will  be  welcomed  by  the  chairman. 

2.     LIVE  STOCK  REPORTING  IN  CAI.IFORNIA  IMER  WAY. 

The  live  stock  market  news  service  at  San  Francisco,  conducted  in  co- 
operation with  the  Division  of  I\ferkets  of  the  California  Department  of  Agri- 
c-alture,  is  under  way,  according  to  Nelson  R.  Crow  and  C,  V.  llsiloney ^  c^jx 
representatives  in  California.    The  first  report  on  market  conditions  and 
prices  was  issued  from  San  Francisco"  September  3«     This  report  included 
price  q.uo  tat  ions  at  packing  plants  in  San  Francisco  and  f.0.0.  prices  at 
country  points  for  cattle,  calves,  hogs  and.  sheep  and  lambs.    A  similar  re- 
port is  being  released  daily  at  10  a.m.  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  iss-aance  each  Friday  of  a  weekly  review  containing  about  350  words. 
This  information  is  fiirnished  to  the  local  newspapers,  the  Associated  Press, 
the  United  Press  and  the  Universal  Service  for  dissemination  to  the  public. 
A  similar  service  at  Los  Angeles  i.s  about  to  be  ir^ugurated. 
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3.     GP.APE  COST  SHIDIFS  lyLAZING  PEQC-EESS. 

The  study  cf  the  cost  of  r:ia,rket:".ng  grapes  "being  cond-ucted  in  the 
large  grape  prod-acing  region  of  reimsylvania,  in  cooperation  v;ith  the  Key- 
stone Cooperative  Grape  Association,  is  n^s-king  excellent  progress,  accord- 
ing to  A.  V.  Svy-artho-cLt,  in  charge  of  the  Cost  of  IVkrketing  Division.  Ulr. 
S\varthout  left  Monday  for  North  East,  Pa.,  where  he  will  look  over  the 
work  done  thus  far,  and  will  outline  new  studies  to  he  -anaer taken.  In 
preparation  for  this  study,  a  system  of  accounts  was  devised  oy  this  oureau 
and  installed  in  the  office  of  the  Keystone  Cooperative  Grape  Association 
last  spring.     It  is  meeting  the  neeas  of  the  association  and  will  furnish 
valuable  data  for  the  cost  study.    E.  H.  Buchanan,  will  leave  for  Nori-h 
East  the  last  of  this  week  to  conduct  the  field  work  in  connection  with 
this  study. 

k.    E.  A.  FOLEY  AP.5I\rES  FROM  LOFTON.  ' 

E.  A.  Foley,  our  Agricultural  Trade  Comnissioner  at  London,  who 
sailed  for  the  United  Stages  September  7,  arrived  in  the  Washington  office 
last  Sat-oroay  morning.    Mr.  Foley  will  spend  the  next  two  months  writing  up 
various  reports  and  bulletins  and  st'odying  the  organization  of  the  new  Bu- 
reau of  Agric^ult^aral  Economics  and  other  bureaus  in  the  department.  I>uring 
his  stay  in  this  country,  he  will  visit  some  of  our  field  offices  and  con- 
fer with  officials  of  some  of  the  farm  organizations  and  larger  exporting 
houses  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

5.     AT  THE  EUPEAU  CQLTistcil. 

Dr.  Taylor  spoke  on  the  preparation  of  letters  for  the  Secretary's 
signature.     The  Secretary  wishes  the  general  policy  adopted  of  answering 
letters  specifically,  that  is  where  certain  definite  questions  are  asked  a 
direct  reply  to  every  question  should  be  contained  in  the  answer.    As  an 
illustration.  Dr.  Taylor  quoted  a  letter  from  a  constituent  of  Senator 
Capper  in  which  he  asked  "Yrnc  authorized  this  pig  census  of  iViay,  1922*?" 
The  Secretary  replied  ''I  authorized  it."    To  the  question  "Vfno  would  it 
benefit? "  the  Secretary  replied  "It  ought  to  benefit  everyone  who  is  inter- 
ested in  knowing  how  many  pigs  were  on  the  farms  at  that  time,  and  how  that 
number  of  pigs  compared  with  the  number  in  previous  years  and  with  the 
normal  n^omber." 

Dr.  W.  J.  L^ont,  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  who  has  been  s-tudying 
the  work  oX  the  department,  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Taylor,  and  gave  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  agriculture  of  his  country.     He  s-tated  the  area  of  South  Africa 
represented  about  one  sixth  of  the  total  area  of  the  United  States,  but  the 
white  pop^ulation  represented  only  about  one  sixth  cf  the  population  of  New 
York.     Tne  native  colored  population  of  about  five  and  one-r3.1f  millions 
furnishes  the  cheap  labor  for  the  farming  industry,  while  from  the  poorer 
white  class  come  the  overseers  and  farm  superintendents.     The  co'jntry  is 
divided  by  the  natural  rainfall  period,  one  portion  to  what  is  called  summer 
crops  and  the  other  to  what  is  called  winter  crops.    Dr.  Lament  outlined  the 
cooperative  movement  in  his  co^jntry,  and  called'  attention  to  the  peculiar 
needs  of  agriculture  because  of  the  widely  scattered  and  sparsely  settled 
farming  districts. 
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C.  V.  Whalin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Live  Stock,  Meats  and 
Wool    who  returned  Monday  morning,  told  of  his  visit  to  Middlewestern  of- 
fices of  his  division.    He  conferred  with  the  officmls  in  charge  relative 
to  the  market  reporting  service  and  made  arrangements  with  the  editor  of 
the  South  St.  Pa-al  Daily  Live  Stock  Reporter  whereby  that  paper  will  use 
the  daily  live  stock  market  reports  of  this  bureau  and  give  the  b'oreau  full 
credit  for  the  «iuotations.    Mr.  Whalin  stated  that  with  only  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions, all  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  papers  now  use  our  reports.    At  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Nationa-l  Live  Stock  Association,  which  he  attended, 
a  very  friendly  attitude  toward  the  bureau  was  shcv'm.    While  in  the  range 
country,  Mr.  Whalin  made  a  study  of  market  condi-;ions  and  the  need  for  mar- 
ket reports  in  those  sections. 

W.  A.  Wheeler,  who  had  returned  from  ihe  first  public  hearing  on 
the  proposed  hay  standards,  stated  that  73  persons  attended  the  hearing  and 
tentatively  approved  the  grades.     Tne  second  hearing  will  be  held  at  Chicago, 
September  27  and  2S. 

Dr.  Taylor  stated  that  on  next  Monday  he  would-  call  upon  iii.  A. 
Foley,  Agricultural  Trade  Commissioner,  for  a  discussion  of  the  work  he  has 
been  doing  abroad.

1.     SECEETARY  ADPRESriEf.  rl^SA.U  .T,I0OHEOK. 


"The  nation  r.peds  cconoTiists  who  can  point  out  what  can  be  done  to 
improve  the  agric-i:  I  cr.-'a].  s:.  v:o!a  tion,  rather  than  those  who  simply  explain 
why  some  plan  siigger,-wed  wiJ.l  not  work,"  declared  Secretary  Wallace  at  the 
Bureau  luncheon  at  t.h3  City  Club  Thursday.     "In  shorty  we  would  like  to 
have  our  economists  take  the  aifirmtive  side  of  the  q.uestion  instead  of 
the  negative . " 

"While  the  condition  of  the  farmer  improved  somewhat  during  the 
past  summer^ "  continue a  the  Secretary,   "prices  have  later  been  receding, 
and  the  farmer's  purchasing  power,  as  represented  in. his  prices,  has  been 
going  back;7ard.     It  is  a  most  serious  situation.    Thousands  of  farmers  are 
going  broj£:e.    Apparently  the  people  of  the  United  State.s  are  willing  to  pay 
more  for  work  in  the  industries  than  for  work  on  the  farm.    We  cannot  blame 
the  bright  young  farmer  if  he  recognizes  this  sit'jation  and  leaves  the  farm 
for  work  which  pays  so  much  higher  wages.     It  begins  to  lock  as  if  this  is 
the  only  cure  for  an  intolerable  economic  sit'oation  so  far  as  the  farmer- 
is  concerned.     It  will  not  be  a  good  thing  for  the  country.    There  ought  to 
be  some  way  to  bring  up  prices  of  agricultural  products  so  that  ,  the  reward 
for  work  on  the  farm  would  be  fairly  comparable  to  the  reward  for  work  in 
the  cities.    But  if  we  cannot  do  that  we  may  expect  that  a  considerable 
number  of  farmers  will  go  to  the  cities  and  earn  these  higher  wages-  with 
the  idea  of  accumulating  enough  to  go  back  to  the  farm  when  prices  of  farm 
products  justify.  .  Our  purpose  here  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  should 
be  to  study  this  whole  sit^jation,  present  the  facts  as  we  find  them,  and  do 
everything  we  can  to  maintain  a  sound  and  continuing  agriculture .  " 

Following  the  Secretary's  frank  statement  of  v;hat  the  department  and 
the  country  will  expect  of  the  Bijireau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  the  fu- 
ture, Gray  Silver,  Washington. representative  of  the  American  Farm  Bureau 
Federation, "was  equally  frank  in  pointing  cut  definite  and  specific  ways  m 
'Which  the  farmer  is  looking  to  us  for  aid  -  ways  in  which  he  must  not  be 
.disappointed. 

'This  was  the  first  of  the  informal  get-together  bureaxi  luncheons  of 
this  year.    As  it  was  held  at  the  City  Club  an  increased  attendance  was  pos- 
sible and  women  workers  could  be  included.    Dr.  Taylor,  v/ho  presided,  said 
"At  our  Monday  meetings  we  talk  among  ourselves.    At  these  luncheons  the 
custom  has  been  to  look  outside  of  the  b'oreau,  if  not  outs.iae  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  for  some  one  to  speak  to  us."    In  addition  to  the  Secre- 
tary and  Mr,  Silver,  E.  A,  Foley,  Agricultural  Trade  Commissioner  from  London, 
and  W;  J,  Lamont,  President  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  the  Union  of  South 
Africa,  were  among  the  guests.

W.  A.  Soho.^nfeld^  Direator  of  Marketjng  Eesearcli^  attended  x;he  meet- 
ing at  Springi:.6.1d,  I^'ass.,  September  19,  of  the  New  England  Ee search  Council 
on  Ifcketirg  ard  Tood  Supply,  of  '.vhich  this  bvireau  is  a  in'?mher.    A  canvass 
of  the  studies  proposed  for  New  ErDgland  shc^-ed  that  five  related  to  milk 
marketing,  icm-  to  potato  markotirg,  two  to  onions,  two  to  potatoes,  two  to 
maple  products,  three  to  totacco,  and  four  to  the  food  supply  of  Boston. 
These  projects  were  discussed  at  the  meeting  with  a  view  to  possible  coordi- 
nation. 

3.  -    0?FXCE  OFEiaiD  AT  EQCFSS'TSR,  N.  Y. 

One  of  the  most  important  field  stations  of  the  market  news  service 
on  fruiiis  and  vegetables  is  the  office  at  Eochester,  N.  Y.     This  station  was 
opened' about  ^Septemoer  10  thio  season  and  will  continue  in  operation  until 
about  April  1.-    Daily  mr-rket  reports  will  "ce  issued  on  peaches,  apples,  po- 
tatoes and  cabb3.ge  in  season.    Approximately  2, COO  names,  principally  grow- 
ers and  local  dealers,  a.re  on  the  combined  majling  lists,  and  nearly  half  a 
million  bulletins  are  distributed  during  the  six  and  one -half  months  this 
office  is  in  operation.'    Last  season,  v-^hen  crops  vvere  short,  the  mimeographed 
market  reports  for  the  Eochester  mailing  list  were  distributed  from  the  Nev/ 
York  City  office.     The  demand  for  more  prompt  and  ads'-^uate  service  was  so 
insistent,  however,  that  this  year  it  was  decided  to  mail  western  Nev/  York 
growers  and  dealers  their  bulletins  direct  from  the  Eochester  office.  -  C.  L. 
Bro^m  is  in  charge  at  Eochester  this  season. 

For  the  past  month  or  more  an  experiment  hias  been  made  at  Eochester 
in  receiving  the  radio  telegraphic  market  reports- broadcast  from  the  Navy 
station  at  Arlington,  Va.     The.  experiment  is  proving  that  there  are  distinct 
possibilities  in  this  method  of  distributing  the  market  reports  from  central 
points  to  branch  offices  and  field  stevtions  not  on  the  leased  wire  circuits. 

The  radio  operator  at  Eochester ■  reports  that  v/ith  cont.mued  practice 
with  the  market  reports,  both  he  and  the.  Havy  "operators  are  making  fewer 
errors  and  that  a  grea.ter  percentage  of  the  material  received  by  radio  is 
being  used  in  the  daily,  bulletin  issued  by.  the  Eochester  office.     It  is  the 
hope  of  those  in  charge  of  radio  work  in  the  bureau  that  the  use  of  the  com- 
mercial tele  graph 'can  be  largely  superseded  by  the  use  of  the  radio  in  trans- 
mitting reports  to  Eochester. 

AT  THE  BUBEAU  COUNCIL. 

Speakers  at. the  Bureau  Council  incluaed.  E.  A.  Foley,  E.  W.  Stillwell, 
W. -A.  Wheeler  and  J.  C."' Gilbert. 

IVir.  Foley  gave  an  interesting  pict^ore  of  the  markets  of  Great  Britain 
today  in  relation  to  American  agric-alt^aral  experts  and  described  briefly  the 
work  and  offices  of  our  agricultural  commissioner  to  Great  Britain.  Grain, 
cotton,  meats,  frmts  and  vegetables  are  among  the  products  -given  special 
attention  and  the  apple  reports  issued  by  the  comgiiissioner '  s  office  have  been 
said  by  the  trade  to  be  "The  only  accurate  reports  available  on  the  British 
apple  market.  " 
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Mr.  Stillwell  toll  cf  his  recent  st-udies  of  the  -uncertain  mrket 
conditions  of  fruits  and  vegembies  in  Colorado  and  a":  the  iiiariszets  of 
Kansas  City,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  and  also  described  condii; ions  and  work 
at  the  new  office  at  Fort  Worth. 

Messrs.  V/heeler  and  Gilbert  reviewed  the  present  status  of  the  ra^aio 
work  of  the  departonent  ana  bioreau,  spoke  of  the  interest  and  variety  in- 
volved in  working  out  radio  programs  \inder  different  conditions  and  out- 
lined the  experiment  now  under  way  at  the  Rochester  office  where  inarketing 
information  has  been  received  entirely  from  Arling-oon  by  raaio  v.  ioh  xhe  same 
reports  sent  over  the  conriercial  wire  for  cneck  purposes.    Errors  were  found 
both  in  transmittal  and  reception,  and  errors  were  also  fcand  in  the  commer- 
cial wires  from  time  to  time.    Exact  comparisons  oetween  the  t./c  methods  as 
exhibited  in  this  experiment  have  not  been  formulated,  but  the  Bochester  oi'- 
fiae  has  been  convinced  that  the  radio  method  is  sufficiently  accurate,  and 
recommended  on  the  day  of  the  Courcil  meeting  that  duplication  ty  commercial 
wire  be  discontinued. 

Office  matters  aiscussed  included  correspondence  preparea  for  the 
Secretary's  office  with  reminders  regarding  delay  and  ambigaity,  and  the 
status  and  condition  of  the  photographic  files  of  the  three  parts  of  the  du- 
reau.    After  hearing  various  suggestions  and  comments,  Dr ,  Taylor  announced 
that  he  v/ould  provide  for  a  committee  to  formulate  policies  ana  for  a  work- 
ing committee  to  execute  resulting  plans. 

5.    V;'EATHEH  DAMilG^  TI^S?.S  0^  COTTON  CQr/gLEI^D. 

Weather  damage  tests  conducted  at  Dunn,  N.  C , , . by  E.  L.  Nixon,  in 
charge  of  Cotton  Hanaling  In/estiga^tio ris,  have  just  been  completed!  These 
tests  are  the  latest  of  a  series  extending  over  several  years.     The  other 
eicperiments  were  conducted  at  Tarboro  a,nd  Ealeigh,  I^.  C.;  Little  Hock,  Ark.; 
Dallas,  Tex.;  a.nd  Jefferson,  Ga.     In  these  experiments  seven  bales  of  cotton 
were  used,  one  of  wni.ch  was  stored  in  a  warehouoe  and  the  others  exposed  as 
follow- s:     One  bale  on  skids  covered  by  a  tarpa-jlin;  one  oale  on  sKids  not 
covered,  but  t-jrned  after  each  rain;  one  bale  flat  on  the  grcand  throughout 
the  entire  test;  one  bale  on  end  on  grouid  during  the  entire  period  of  the 
test;  one  bale  on  edge  on  ground,  not  turned;   one  bale  on  edge  on  ground  out 
turned  after  each  rain.     Tests  were  us'oally  beg-jn  in  December  or  Jan-aary  and 
terminated  during  J-oly  or  Aug^o-St .     The  results  of  all  of  these  tests  show 
that  where  a  bale  is  properly  stored  in  a  warehouse  there  is  practically  no 
loss;  where  a  bale  is  kept  from  contact  with  the  ground  and  covered  there  is 
very  little  loss,  usmlly  not  exceeding  five  pounds.    Where  the  bale  is  not 
covered  but  kept  on  timbers  so  as  to  keep  it  from  coming  in  contact  with  the 
ground  and  tui^ned  after  each  rain,  there  is  comparatively  little  loss,  usu- 
ally not  exceeding  ten  pounds  to  tne  oale.     Tiie  most  severe  test  is  where 
the  bale  is  left  flat  on  the  ground  dui-ing  the  entire  period.     The  bales  ex- 
posed in  this  way  have  lost  on  an  average  of  aoout  Zlo  pounas  or  almost  bofo. 
The  bales  placed  on  the  ground  on  eage  but  turned  after  each  rain  lost  an 
average  of  aoout  SO  pounds,  while  the  bales  placed  on  the  gro-ond  on  edge  and 
not  turned  lost  an  average  of  110  pounds.     Simply  turning  a  bale  after  each 
rain  saved  on  an  average  of  30  pc^jinds  per  bale. 
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Most  of  the  damage  res^alting  to  cotton  when  not  properly  protected 
is  from  the  moist-ore  aDscrof-d  iron,  the  grovi'd  ratner  than  from,  vain  fallxng 
directly  on  the  cotton,     knoi.her  fact  developed  "by  these  experiments,  is 
that  most  of  the  loss  from  so-called  coimtry  damge  can  he  prevented  "by 
p-atting  the  bales  on  timbers  and  tiirning  theia  after  each  rain  so  that  they 
will  properly  dry  out. 

In  all  of  the  earlier  tests  only  flat  or  uncompressed  cotton  was 
used.    D-oring  the  last  test,  however,  a  number  of  bales  of  compressed  cotton 
were  esposed  in  the  same  re:!.ative  positions  as  the  uncompressed  cotton.     In  al 
most  every  instance  the  compressed  cotton  did  not  absorl^  as  much  moisture 
as  the  flat  cotton,  but  where  the  compressed  bales  did  absorb  moisture  the 
damage  was  much  greater  than  in  the  flat  bales  which  absorbed  an  eq.ual  amount 
of  mioisture.    Flat  bales  placed  directly  on  the  gro^ond  absorbed  so  much 
moisture  that  at  the  end  of  the  test  they  weigiiea  more  than  tv/ice  as  much  as 
at  the  beginning. 

Spinning  tests,  to  determine  what  effect,  if  any,  eiyposure  during  the 
Ihmn  experiment  has  load  on  the  cotton  which  is  apparently  undamged  will  be 
conducted  by  W.  G.  Blair,  Specialist  in  Cotton  Testing.    The  aamagea  cotton 
will  also  be  used  in  spinning  tests  to  determine  its  spinning  value. 

6 .  MANACtE]\:IE>JT  SCHOOLS  TO  BS  INCREASED . 

The  use  of  farm  management  schools  will  be  introduced  this  year  for 
the  first  time  in  Colorado,  Oregon,  Nevada  and  Georgia,  according  to  H.  M, 
Dixon,  Farm  Economist,  who  has  just  retiurned  from  a  trip  through  Western 
and  Southern  States.     Plans  for  the  coming  year's  program  in  farm  manage- 
ment extension  v;ere  outlined  and  discussed  by  llv .  Dixon  with  extension  of- 
ficials.    TTae  number  of  two-day  schools  is  also  to  be  increased.    Mr.  Dixon 
reports  further  that  the  work  in  Nevada,  has  just  been  or^nized,  and  that 
the  States  of  LJinnescta,  Montana  and  Oregon  are  planning  to  add  an  assistant 
to  help  conduct  the  increased  amount  of  farm  cB^nagement  extension  work  de- 
manded throughout  these  States, 

7.  ASSISTAITT  FiAlK-KETING  SPECI./ULIST  EXM^IT.NATIQN  .ANNOUNCED. 

All  open,  competitive  examination  for  Assistant  Marketijig  Specialist 
(Cost  of  Iiv'Iarketing  Investigations}  wi  tn  entrance  salaries  from  $2^,100  to 
$3,000  a  year,  has  been  announced  for  October  18.    Competitors  will  be  rated 
on  practical  questions,  thesis  or  discussion,  and  on  eaucation,  training  and 
experience.    Anno^mcement s  of  this  examination  my  be  had  from  the  Personnel 
Section  of  the  bureau, 

S.     PROCEDURE  IN  DRAWING  PURCHASE  QEDERS. 

The  Section  of  Property  and  Supplies  has  received  several  complaints 
lately  in  regard  to  delay  in  writing  up  purchase  req.uisiticns.     In  view  of 
these  complaints,  it  seems  desirable  to  explain  that  all  req.uisitions,  ex- 
cept those  for  repairs,  subscriptions  and  accepted  bids,  must  be  submitted 
to  the  General  Supply  Committee  for  information  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
material  is  on  hand  as  surplus  property.    This  is  done  by  listing  the  material 
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requested  on  the  requisitions  received  and  sending  the  list  to  the  General 
Supply  Coimiittee  every- day.    When  the  list  is  rel-u^ned,  vvLich  is  from  3  "to 
6  days,  req.uisitions  are  immediately  checked,  writ  ten  up,  signed  and  mailed 
out. 

The  us^jal  routine  procedure  of  putting  through  a  piu-chase  order  re- 
quires from  &  to  10  days,  and  it ''is  req.uested  that  all  divisions  te.ke  this 
into  consideration  when  ordering  material.
